The Old “New per Faith.” 


THE article which -we reprint elsewhere from The New 
hepublie of New York, aligns with and largely confirms the 
arresting contribution from its able correspondent in Jeru- 
sa'cm, Which appeared in The Times of last Tuesday. Both of 
thon bear tribute to the splendid work which Jews have done 
in Palestine under the inspiration of their national restoration 
to the land from which, it is true, they were long exiled physic- 
“'ly, but which morally they have clung to with an endurance 
und a loyalty no power on earth could prevent. 
Jewish achievements in the land cannot fail to bring a sense of 
pride and a feeling of joy to every Jew, wherever he may be. 
And this must especially be so when it is recollected that what 
has been attained is but the beginning of the ultimate triumph 
‘he thought of which Jews have nourished throughout the long 
years of their national estrangement from it. It has been 
gained in the teeth of difficulties and opposition such as might 
well have tried even sterner stuff than the love of Jews for 
their land, and their determination which has never altogether 
failed them, once again to take their place there among the 
nations of the world. To call this, as the writer of one of the 
articles does, “the new Jewish faith” is altogether a mistake. 
Faith in themselves, faith in their ability to contribute again, 
«8s Jews, something of value to the human race,” as he puts 
it, is the old, the age-long old Jewish faith; it is not new. 
What is comparatively new is the endeavour to put into 
practice that faith; and both articles testify to the wonderful 
way in which that has been accomplished hitherto. Reading 
the aecounts that are given of Jewish energy and Jewish enter- 
prise, there is little to be surprised at in the attitude of Arab 
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hostility with which Jewish -efforts aré being met. As Dr. 
WEIZMANN once so well said, we have here the com- 
petition exemplified so often throughout history which 
in these days, he remarked, could be aptly described 
as that between the camel and the motor-car. And we 
stand at the moment, it is plain to see, on the verge of 
the question whether:the work done by our people is to 
be stopped and allowed to go to ruin, or to progress and devye'op 
to the infinite advantage of the country and, above all, to the 
potential service which a Jewish Palestine would bring to 
mankind. 

It is in many quarters ramoured that the foundations of the 
National Home for the Jewish People that have been laid so far, 
are to be broken up, and that the major policy to be announced by 
the British Government as Mandatory is to be the conception of a 
bi-national Palestine composed of Arabs and of Jews as the real 
intention of the Balfour Declaration and of the Mandate. It is, 
moreover, thought, and we are bound to say with no little 
apparent justification, that for this policy the Mandatory has 
secured the concurrence in advance of the official leaders of 
the Zionist Organisation and the new Mixed Agency. That 
would certainly seem to be the case judging from the declara- 
tions made recently by Dr. WEIZMANN in Berlin and by Mr. 
WARBURG in New York, although even with the quibbling 
explanation improvised somewhat clumsily in order to cover the 
Berlin statement, we cannot believe that any large number of 
Zionists will be found to support this entire bouleversement of 
the essentially basic principles the Zionist Movement was 
founded to promote. 
everywhere, and they will become more and more clamant the 
more there is realised all that this policy is boundtoimply. The 
immediate setting up in Palestine of a Legislative Assembly, in 
which Jews would be but a small minority, is certain at the least 
to be involved in that policy. How, in such circumstances, can 
Jews continue to perform their duty to the land, in obedience to 
what we are proud to call the Old New Jewish Faith? To dilute 
the viewpoint of Jews in respect to Palestine with that of the 
Arabs is certain to result from the threatened policy for forming 
a bi-National State and must be fatal to Jewish ideals. Because 
the Arabs and the Jews may be cousins ethnologically ; in their 


relations towards Palestine they are as the poles asunder. For: 


Jews, then, to continue their efforts in Palestine as if nothing 
had changed and nothing altered, although in fact the 
Mandatory had decided and the Zionist leadership—the “ non- 
Zionist " leadership following suit—has seemingly agreed that a 
Jewish Palestine, a National Home there for the Jewish People, 
is no longer to be the goal of Zionist work,+were absurd 
fecklessness. It would scarcely be consistent with either the Old 
or the New or, for that matter, with any other sort of Judaism, 
to accept demurely this blow at Jewish aspirations which, as 
we have so often said, have long been bound up with Judaism 
itself. To go on pouring wealth and enterprise and work and 
energy into a country which we are to be prohibited from 
acquiring, when by such means we can win it, as a Jewish 
Commonwealth, is to reduce Palestine, so far as Jews are 
concerned, to the position of any other land, save perhaps the 
mere sentiment attaching to it for our people. The Times corre- 
spondent says what The Jewish Chronicle has so often for years 
past complained of, that some sort of understanding with the 
Arabs which is so essential, has never been encouraged 
by the Mandatory. Is it too late? Is not this the time 
when Zionism should strive to find a way out by a_ con- 
structive policy true to its own principles instead of being 
content to adopt a destructive one, utterly at variance with 
those principles, forced upon it by the Mandatory which, for 
many reasons, is biassed in favour of the Arabs? It might 
be that such a true Jewish National policy, having regard to all 
things, might commend itself to the British Government. It 
would, we think, if it were clearly shown to be even a little 
more nearly in accord with the Government’s undertakings 
whereby it was granted the Mandate. Dr. WEIZMANN once 
expressed himself favourable to a Canton settlement under 
which a part of Palestine would be definitely set aside under 


the Mandatory as Jewish territory. It is a thousand pities if |

ctl eecounts, the Jews in Germany appeer to be 
treating the menace ceused by the phenomenal Hitlerist victory as— 
to use Mr. Sokolow's historic word—evanescent. They do not seem 
to be able to rechse thet their country, for which, only a few. years 
fought and bled, will support to any extent any body of 
public opinion which makes of violent Jew-hatred a political principle. 
A friend of mine who lives in Germany and knows the conditions 
there os well as most German subjects, writes to me in something of 
this strain. He says it is impossible to realise that Jews are going to 
be treated as Hitler threatens, seeing they have become so interwoven 
with the German social fabric. He thinks that there will be a different 
verdict at the next-election, which, he supposes, will not be far distant, 
and thet, in facet, Hitler caught the German voters in the meshes of 
his cnti-Judaism, with which there is far less sympathy than with 
his general attitude to German politics.

(ne may well hope that this view is correct ; but, on the other 
hand, it is useless to blind ourselves to some facts in the situation. 
Hitler appeals to German passions and German prejudices—two senti- 
ments about which there is no arguing, because anything like reason 
is, in such circumstances, invariably absent. And the German people 
are convinced that they have been exiguously treated in respect to 
the Peace arrangements which they believe they would heve been able 
to resist had it not been for the promise conveyed to them by the 
fourteen points upon which President Wilson secured the laying down 
of their arms. It hes not been difficult to work up their passions on 
that score, while their prejudice against Jews has been ingeminated 
in them by years of teaching at the hands of their most learned and 
influential professors. It is not wonderful that in depressed times 
such as these an abundant harvest of that teaching is showing itself. 


And as some evidence of the evil fruit which has sprung up I 
would quote another communication which has reached me within 
the last few days. It comes from a gentleman in Vienna, who writes : 


I think your readers may be interested in the little incident I happened 
to witness in my native city, Vienna, the capital of Austria. 

Last Sunday some forty members of the National Socialist party, which 
also has adherents in Austria, marched in military array to the terminus 
station of a suburban railway. They stopped there and began to sing a 
party song, which included the following words: “ Then when the Jews’ 
blood sprouts from our knives.”’ 

[ asked a policeman, who stood nearby, to ascertain the names and 
addresses of some of them. He answered that he had not heard the words 
and therefore could not intervene. Later on, the Commiasioner told me that 
this would have been a hopeless task for one man against forty, who are 
not slow to employ force. 

This may serve you as an indication of the “ line of propaganda " worked 
on by the poets of the party, which represents 6,400,000 voters of the ‘‘ Nation 
of poets and thinkers.” | 


If this sort of thing is in any way general, or if the incident des- 
cribed in this letter may be taken as in any sense typical, then

will risk being nauseated by a display of unctuousness and ignorance,

Se much so that I can offer only a few ofthe many funny things (from 


one point of view) that crowd its pages. Thus an article on « Tl 
Settlement,” which refers to the concern over which Mr, Basi] L Q 
Henriques acts as Warden, contains some side-splitting statements told 
sometimes in an English all its own, What is to be said abou: the 
assertion, made in evident earnestness, that a boy cannot find it neey 
“to keep morally fit’ without a game of football? Yet here i: is 
stated as if it were an incontestable axiom. Then there is a description 
of the Settlement’s Camp, which was recent] y held at Goring-on-Thame- 
and which we are assured in one week had the effect which a famovs 
novelist of the last century pictured, of making “the wisest becony 
the simplest ” “in their behaviour and in their-outlook.” Hardly 
recommendation, that, one would think, for camp life under th. 
Aus pices of the Settlement ! 


There must, however, be some truth in this beceuse we ar 
formed that “curiously enough it is the men’s club, many of who: 
(sic) have been to no less than seventeen camps, which sings and leuc! 
the loudest ’’ during the long rambles over the countryside. Very 
curiously I should say! And how indicative of simple—if not crud: 
behaviour and outlook! Again, we are told that during Camp ther» 
is a striving seemingly “to live in the spirit of Isaiah 55,” whatev« 
that may mean. It, however, materialises on the pert of the 
‘campers ’’ into something no more serious than the opportunity 
to: buy wine and milk without money end without price 
but to such an extent that their “souls delight in fatness” © ip 
contrest "-—-here, reader, hold your sides—‘‘to those momentary 
pleasures whichcan be bought et the neighbouring (sic) seaside resorts "’ 
and which “satisfy not.” What this canting belderdesh is meant to 
mean is bevond me. For I should say that it is just as possible to live 
in the spirit indicated by the prophet Isaiah, in the 55th chapter of the 
beok thet goes by his name, at some “ neighbouring ” seaside es in a 
Settlement Camp at Gormg, although wine and milk are not usually 
provided free gretis and for nothing. I do not believe they really were 
at the Goring Camp; because there is mention mede of the * 
conteen,”’ where the “campers are expected to spend money. 


Although the quotations I have supplied give a cleer indication 
of the Pecksniflian twaddle indulged in concerning ** the Settlement,’ 
I feel 1 must reproduce in full—they are too delicious to be epitomised 
—the last two paragraphs. They run: 

Yet even as the beauty of a life in camp causes the heart of every 
member to beat the faster, so do the thoughts of St. George's, with al! its 
squalor and sadness and injustice and want, cause the mind to wonder at 
the mystery of the contrasts of creation. Somehow or other the pure beauty 
of the simple life at Goring gradually makes one realise that this very sim- 
plicity and this very beauty are the things that really matter in life. The 
contrast is there, but one just accepts it with the thought that as “the 
Heavens are higher than the earth, so are God's ways higher than ours.’ 

Finally, at the end of a week in which one wallows in so much happiness, 

each club member and each club manager comes home to his life in London 
hoping, even if it is not more than hoping, that the ** thorns and the briars © 
of life can be, nay, must be, supplanted by ** the fir and the myrtle,”’ so that 
one may see even amid the squalor and ugliness the goodness that lics 
beneath it, the happiness that can be found within its midst, the peace 
which is for ever fanned by the memories of the “* trees that clap their hands 
mn joy. 
Reeding such tresh, no one can suppose that those who spent the 
week at the camp ‘“ wallowed” in “ heppiness “—much or little. 
But there! happiness is a mattér of individual taste, and that word 
“wellow”’ hes a porcine suggestion—that certain creatures find 
heppiness in conditions far removed from those that attract normal 
human beings. 


But it would not do, when referring to this Magazine, to onut 
all reference to another article which it contains, although I heve not 
space to do so as fully as it deserves. In the course of an article, 
however, entitled “True Judaism,” Dorothy Ques-Cohen declares, 
alia, that 

Thanks to reform Judaism, “the moribund state of Judaism which 
persisted during several centuries is revived.” 

And this although we are later told that 

‘It is a great mistake that reform Judaism has committed by formerly 
(formally ?) denying its nationality and its language.” 

‘To-day we must beware lest the religious emphasis of reform make 
us too lightly value the richness of the Jewish heritage.” 

Then the lady says that “to preach that Judaism is only religion . . - 
is a tremendous blunder.” I agree, but what do the preachers at the 
West London Synagogue say about it? I cannot believe they will 
be much impressed by the lady’s emphatic words, seeing that she is, 
so she tells us, under the belief that before the coming of Reform 
Judaism, which made “ many mistakes, some of which struck at the 
very roots of Judaism,” “life was not possible to the Western Jew 
who wished to live the life of a citizen in the country in which he 
was born,” or “a life that he could reconcile with his conscience ! 

For, until the coming of Reform, “ universal Judaism” “ had become 
only a body of laws and barriers which crushed the very soul and 
spirit out of true feith.” Yet she is sure that “ Reform did not am 
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at a breach with universal Judaism !’’—which, to say the least, was 
hardly consistent on the part of Reform Judaism, 


She tells us, moreover, that before Reform Judaism made its 
appearance the cultural “and moral treasures”’ of our religion re- 
mained unrevealed, that “its great prophetic ideals” were “ hidden 
beneath layers of exile dust ’’—whatever that particular kind of dust 
may be—and that any Rabbi was “trafe’’ “ whose knowledge ex- 
tended to things outside the Synagogue !’— The “ Messianic ideal ” 
was likewise buried—this time beneath “‘the dust of centuries "— 
and Judaism “‘ was altogether under Oriental influences,” so that the 
Jew had to be taught by Reform Judaism “the need of civilisation !” 
He had to be taught, too, so the lady assures us, “the need to win 
equal rights with all men and the need of redemption through man- 
hood rather than religion.” What the differentiation between “‘ man- 
hood’ and “ religion ”’ is meant to imply I do not venture to suggest. 
liut, seeing that the Reform Movement ‘was a religious one pur et 
simple, 1 cannot see what, according to this MaGazine writer, it had 
to do with the redemption of Jews through something other than 
religion. The merest schoolgirl, however, would tell her that Jews 
did not wait for Reform Judaism before apprecieting the “need to 
win equal rights with all men.” Here in England, for instance, within 
one vear of a century before the opening of a Reform Synagogue, 
there was an Act of Parliament acknowledging Jews to be British sub- 
jects, end before then there had been a Jewish Alderman and a Sheriff 
in the City of London, while some six years previously the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer of the day undertook and carried through the House 
of Commons @ measure “to remove all civil disabilities ” from which 
Jews suffered. So much for the lady’s history ! The statement which

Many, I doubt not, will wonder why I devote the attention I 
io to the abysmal ignorance to be found in the Magazine, or to the 
cntimental sanctimoniousness contained in. its pages in reference to 
‘he Settlement,” some of which I have quoted. But although I am 
uueware who is personally responsible for this publication, the re- 
sponsibility of it is ultimately with one of the largest and. most im- 
portant Jewish religious bodies in the country. As I have said, from 
one engle it is amusing, but none the less it is scandalous that such 
stufl should be put into print and circulated as the message of a body 
like the West London Synagogue Congregation, to their fellow-Jews. 
lt is not a question of opinion—all sensible people welcome the ex- 
pression of any sincere differences that may exist of that nature— 
it ts a question of historic fact and the sane and reasonable presenta- 


- 


tion of the Jewish religion, both of them affecting the respect and the 


veneration in which Jews themselves may hold their common faith. 
lt cannot, besides, fail to bring Reform Judaism itself (for which, 
of course, much that is most admirable can truly be said) into “ hatred, 
ridicule and contempt,” because it libels that teaching. Yet a monthly 
word of this sort is sent forth to demonstrate, I suppose, the superior 
“ spirituality,” if nothing else, of the Judaism for which the West 


One of the most remarkable phenomena in connection with the 
setting up of the Mixed Jewish Agency was the support accorded to 
the plan by, of all bodies, the Labour organisation in Palestine. 
1 always thought it had been induced to that attitude not because it 
could feel any satisfaction in seeing the Zionist Movement handed 
over body and. soul to a Plutocracy instead of being guided and 
controlled by as near a Democracy as Jewish world-conditions permit 
but because it believed that “there was money in it.” For my part, 
| always doubted that even that advantage would accrue, and felt 
sure that what might be gained by the swings of a few rich not- 
hitherto-Zionists (even nominaliy) would be more than lost by the 
roundabouts of true life-long Zionists—Jewish Nationalists—who 
would be loth to support a Movement diluted with anti-Nationalism 
such as the so-called non-Zionists favour, adhesion to which had kept 
them outside the Zionist Movement for all these years. 


No little support for this view is to be found, I notice, in a recent — 


issue of the Dvar, the Palestine Labour Daily, which writes of the 
Mixed Agency as follows :— 


_ The results of the session held in Berlin by the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Agency are decidedly and bitterly disappointing. That 
the extended Agency should allow itself another year of dilly-dallying before 
*-rewing up its courage to bolder action in the sphere of constructive efforts 
‘8 Clearly taxing the patience of its Zionist adherents to the breaking point. 
Moreover, it becomes increasingly doubtful whether in so behaving the 
enlarged Agency will ever. rise to the height of its historic responsibility. 
And this historic responsibility is not only the political defence of the Jewish 
National Home but, primarily, its actual erection. ... Labour has over- 
‘ome its inveterate antagonism to undemocratic practices, which are the rule 
Tather than the exception in the composition of the nen-Ziouist section. 


acquiesced in the placing of undue authority in the hands of leaders alien to 
its notions and ideals, socially as well as nationally..... But for an 
extended Agency which will persistently refuse to open its eyes to the broad 
vista of opportunities lying before it, the labour movement has no manner of 
use. ... It appears that whatever has been gained through the access of 
new forces has been lost through the weakening of responsibility and effective- 
ness in the Zionist camp proper. The net results of the extension are thus 
practically nil, and therefore, morally negative. The Zionists themselves— 
and this refers particularly to the American Zionists—cannot be exonerated 
from the blame for having thus loosened the reins. But the lukewarmness 
of the new leaders could not but have its vicious reaction on the old guard, 


Those sentiments speak for themselves. 


It is of course argued, and very plausibly, that since the formation 
of the Mixed Agency there has been a great “slump” in wealth, 
especially in America, and that this could not have been foreseen, and 
further that it is not fair to debit to the Agency scheme its effects in 
the lack of money that has, since it was initiated, come into the coffers 
of the organisation. But, thank goodnéss, everyone was not ruined, 
and just because so many were, was a reason why those left with great 
wealth should have seen to it that as far as they could avoid it, the 
Movement should not suffer because of the untoward circumstances it 
had to encounter. But from all I hear there has been a notable 
* shyness ”’ on the part of the wealthy element which was supposed to 
have been “ roped in.” And it could not, so I am assured, be over- 
come when it was deemed necessary to provide for the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, counsel at enormous fees, to represent it before the Shaw Com- 
mission, even though it involved diverting some £40,000 or £50,000 
from a fund gathered for the relief of the victims of Arab murderous- 
ness. Still the Organisation is waiting in hope, especially seeing that 
Wealth, as represented by the Mixed Agency, has now assumed all the 
say in the Movement. So my Palestinian contemporary mist possess 
its soul in patience. . 


Last week I ventured to make a somewhat critical reference to 
the Junior Organisation for Leeds Jewish Charities on account of 
their holding a dance on the conclusion of the Day of Atonement, 
I thought such an arrangement inconsistent with the solemn 
observance and disrespectful to all for which it stands with Jews. I 
have now received a letter from Mr. Gerald Cohen, the President 
of the Organisation, signed also by - the other Hon, Officers who 
write to say: 

Before deciding upon the dance in question we consulted the Jewish 
lay and Spiritual leaders end were assured that there was not the slightest 
objection to it on any grounds, and we regard the authority of the Rev. Dr. J. 
Abelson and Rabbi Hurwitz as a sufficiently satisfactory basis for our action. 
It is clear, from what these gentlemen say, that for any breach of the 
amenities and of good taste in such matters—altogether apart from 
the mere legalistic aspect of their “action ” they cannot be held by 
any nieans chiefly and certainly not wholly responsible. 


A correspondent sends me some particulars with reference to the 
Arab claim in Palestine, which seem to me at least worthy of con- 


sideration at this moment, especially in view of the manner in which 


the Zionist leader has been led to accept it, to the deep prejudice of 
the restoration of Israel to Zion. He points out that if the claim of 
the Arabs to Palestine is to be conceded because the country contains 
some 600,000 of them, India should be given over to them because 
there they muster as many as some 69,000,000. They are found (in 
both cases in larger numbers than in Palestine) in Egypt and in Tunis, 
to give only two instances, although they, of course, do not constitute 
in either of those countries the large proportion of population which 
is the case with them in Palestine. None the less, in view of the com- 
parative small number of them residing in the country when set against 
the large numbers clsewhere, Palestine, my correspondent remarks, 
cannot be said to be their true National Home, nor can they, in any 
reasonable time, make it theirs, judging by relative populations of 
Arabs there and elsewhere. Nor is it their National Home historically, 
as is the case with Palestine and the Jews, who are in that sense 
associated with no other land. 


There is a good deal, it seems to. me, to be said for this argument, 
and, above all, because it was not till Jews began to colonise the 
country with a view to the rehabilitation of their national being, that 
the Arabs laid the least claim to the country as an Arab land. I have 
never doubted that they did so only at the instigation of others who 
object, some of them to seeing the Jews restored to nationhood, and 
others to seeing Palestine @ prosperous land under the wgis, and be- 
coming ultimately in all probability a Seventh Dominion, of the British 
Empire. Unhappily, possession, even that of the “squatter,” counts 
many points in international law as it stands, and more unhappily 
still, not nearly enough “ Britishers ” understand that the claim to 
Palestine that is being contested is not with many people that made 
by the Jews, but on account of what Great Britain by the aid of the 
Jews would be able to establish there in due course if the Mandate 
and its full intentions were carried out. 
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Hands across the sea! True American Zionists are evidently as 
perturbed as Zionists everywhere else—exeept I suppose those official 
ones at Great Russell Street and such-like centres—at the pronounce- 
ment made at Berlin by Dr. Weizmann, indicating that the goal which 
the Movement he, in a sense, leads, has now to work for, is a bi-national 
Palestine composed of Jews and Arabs. For here is Mr. Emanuel 
Neumann, one of the foremost workers in American Zionism, writing 
in—of all places in the world—the New Paestive, the organ of the 
American Zionist Organisation :— 


Dr. Weizmann’s words at Berlin have an ominous ring. They are 
disturbing not because of what they say but because of what they seem to 
foreshadow at the present critical juncture of Zionist affairs. Regardless 
of explanations they must seem to the sensitive Zionist to forebode another 
step on the road towards the renunciation of Zionist aspirations, another 
concession to Arab intransigeance, a further weakening by our own act of the 
legal foundations of the Jewish National Home.

The time seems to have come to ask ourselves openly and frankly : “ Where 
are we bound and whither are we being led ?”” The moment is approaching 
when Dr. Weizmann will have to choose—if indeed he has not already made 
his choice. | 

On the one hand lies the long and difficult road to Zionism, pure and 
unadulterated, the embodiment and modern expression of the age-long dreams 
and aspirations of our people. On the other is the alluring but slippery path 
of hasty improvisation and diurnal compromise.. It leads to something which 
is not Zionism, not even Achad-Ha-Amism. It is a neo-Zionism. Its true 
name is defeatism. 

It is not oaly the leadership but we, the mass of American Zionists and 
the movement as a whole, who are standing at the crossroads. If we weaken 
in our fait’) or our resolve we shall sink into the morass of opportunism from 
we shill be usable to extricate ourselves.

There is a considerable, and apparently determined, agitation 
afoot in favour of a measure to be passed by Parliament to prevent 
the sale ef groceries on Sundays. About the merits or otherwise of the 
proposal, L will say nothing, because I do not know anything about it 
save as 2 general principle which I heartily support. That principle is, 
to alford all concerned an opportunity of observing a Sabbath-day each 
week. [notice thet the Grocers’ GAZETTE, in a recent issue discussing 
the matter, mentions one of the difficulties in connection with the 
movement to be the attitude of Jewish traders. 


, These, it is pointed out, will insist that they shall not be bound to 
close on Sundays if they do not open on Saturdays, their own Sabbath. 
1 have often expressed the view that in a vast majority of cases: this 
plea is mere hypocritical nonsense, and that few of those in any trade 
who obtain the permission to open on Sundays in consideration of their 
closing on Saturdays really abstain from work on the seventh day, 
They mostly follow other vocations than that of their regular businesses 
on the Saturday. In any case, I do not think it right that Jews in 
any trade should be the means of preventing non-Jews from keeping 
their Sabbath, as has sometimes been the case, nor that Jews should 
by keeping their places of business going on Sunday rob the neighbour- 
hood of its Sabbath atmosphere, I hope this will not be the case with 
the endeavour the grocers are making. It is said that Sunday opening 
is often of public service, and that it is as well that it should be done 
by Jews rather than by Christians. There may be something to be 
said for that, but it should be ascertained by local option applied to the 
various districts. Where there is a general feeling that the Sabbath 
should be observed in spirit as well as in the letter, Jews should be the 
last to try to set it at defiance. 


The suggestion made by “ Mentor” in last week’s issue of Tue 
Jewish CHRONICLE, that in view of the ominous position at the 
moment of Jews in so many countries they inhabit and the dour 
prospect for them that seems imminent, a General Jewish Congress 
should be held to discuss the situation, and if possible take measures 
for counteracting it, is not by any means a fresh one. As far back as 
January, 1906, the Zionist Organisation held a meeting at Brussels 
for the purpose of instituting such a Congress when conditions Jewish 
were far less unfaveureble than they are now. But nothing came of it, 
largely I suppose because Zionists undertook the initiative. For 
Zionism then was terribly unfeshionable, and those who - 1pported the 
Movement were regarded by the majority of Jews as an amalgam 
between crazy lunatics and irresponsible Bolsheviks—or whatever wes 
the equivalent current at that time. That is no reason, however, to 
suppose that the proposal is not well worth very serious attention now ; 
that is if anything substantial is to be done to withstand the wave of 
anti-Judaism which so clearly menaces our people,

Israel is still in nothing so surely one as in the infinite divergencies of 
which it is composed.

They think it cowardly, or perhaps 
unpatriotic, to cenclude otherwise ; while the few that see things 
differently are adopting the old remedy of Moving On. If that be co 
in Germany, which is seething with anti-Judaism, it is not surprising 
that in other countries where:the wretched cult has not as yet developed, 
Jews should scorn any idea of'anti-Judaism coming near unto them. 
Yet one would suppose that even in England Jews would sit up and 
take notice when the strongest and one of the most influential of News- 
paper magnates in the country doffs his hat in eritire sympathy with 
Mr. Hitler. But I shall be surprised if anything even so moderately 
active occurs. And so I expect it will be with other Jewries. all of 
whom will busy themselves in trying to find reasons. why such a 
Congress should not be held rather than in devising arguments in its 
favour. That at least would be according to precedent, and we Jews 
are dreadful sticklers on that score.

Jews and Religion. 


By Mentor. 
@) Sunday last the B.B.C. began a series of talks on Religion 


and Science. The first address was delivered by Professor 

Julian Huxley. It wag admirable, as much for its clarity 

of diction, as for the intensely interesting scientific facts 
with which the learned speaker seasoned his observations. Many of 
the things he had to say, mostly spoken of as if by the way, must have 
deeply engaged the thoughts of most listeners-in, as they must have 
puzzled the larger proportion of those on the public side of the 
microphone. For instance, the Professor mentioned how the 
millions of suns comprised in the Universe all moved and had 
their being in obedience to one law, that of the natural Newtonian 
law of gravity. Such was now an accepted scientific fact to which 
«ll religions of the modern world subscribed ; for none taught to-day 
that the Universe was subject to the guidance and control of a 
Supreme Power constantly regulating its component parts and 
arranging “the order of their coming in, and of their going out.” 
‘et Religion itself had assimilated that discovery and held no less 
influence on that account on the thoughts of human beings. For it 
was equally beyond the powers of human comprehension to realise 
how the single natural power of gravity held the stars in their courses, 
asto imagine a God-head for ever arranging and bringing into 
co-operative action the illimitably vast and incalculably numerous 
bodies floating through aeons of time utterly inconceivable, through 
_space, the bare imagination of which no mind could adequately 
concelve. 


THE PURPOSE OF THE ADDRESS, indeed, was to show that Science 
fur from having destroyed Religion (as distinct from Theology, 
which is something very different) had enhanced and beautified it 
aud rendered it the more reasonable. For, as Professor Huxley told 
of the marvels of scientific triumphs in delving into the secrets 
of nature, the thought was inevitable—what of the First Cause of 
all? What of the Power behind all power? Who and what, as a 
young friend who was listening-in with me keenly observed, set all 
the machinery going? Until man comes to know that, until in the 
language of the Bible he has eaten of the fruit of the Tree of 
hnowledge, he will rely upon Faith, which is Religion, for what 
Science cannot give him. And as I thought of that excellent 
talk on Sunday afternoon, I could not refrain from concluding 
how tiny, how almost atomistic is what we know of the 
Universe, of Life, of Nature, when compared with the vast 
apparently untraversable desert of our igndrance on those matters 
vitally affecting, as they do, our very being. Nor could I help 
calling to mind how the Jewish religion has always maintained a 
point of view which, while ready to hear and adopt where there was 
good reason to do so the teachings of Science, has remained indepen- 
dent of them at least to the extent of being uninfluenced by them in 
tie particular sphere of Religion. That is because, I suppose, the 
Jewish religion has never produced a Theology, and indeed has dis- 
couraged Theological study. And Professor Huxley was at pains 
to point out Seience never was, and never could be, hostile to 
Keligion, only to Theology, which so many are apt to mistake for it. 
It is perhaps worth noting in this connection the immense service 
which Jews have performed to Scientific work in almost every 
branch of human endeavour. The teachings—and I have in mind 
only modern thought in the realm of Science—of Spinoza, of Freud 
and of Einstein, three Jews, to mention no others, have had colossal 
effects which are as yet far from exhausted. 


AND IT IS BECAUSE the Jewish faith has, by reason of the absence 
of Theology in respect to it, been able to” imbibe, generation by 
generation, the teachings of Science that it has been to the Jewish 
people of the inestimable value it-has beens By ite faith our peopie 
have lived and still flourish, while other nations have long faded into 
oblivion. I happened, in the course of one of these contributions, 
to say recently that Jews were a people of Religion though not a 
religious people. That is abundantly true both ways. If we had not 
been a people of Religion we should have perished long ago, and if 
we had been a religious people we might well have sought to set up 
i system of Theology which would have been our undoing through 
the inroads of Science. It is thus ‘no rhetorical flourish whic 
asserts that the Law, the Torah, our joy in which we Jews wi 
demonstrate as the approaching festival of Succot ends, is our life. 
For by it, as I say, Jews have been enabled to exist; and the question 
"or one of them—that must puzzle and bring no little anxiety to 
nny who care for the Jewish future, is how far the Law has become 
abrogated if not obsolete with individual Jews. For we may make 
Lp our minds that for the maintenance.of Judaism there. is 


for us no alternative. The Nationalist creed and work by Jews 
for its triumph, will not adequately take its place nor will the 
so-called spirituality which decries tradition and custom and 
observance. And only can these excellenf doctrines, which in 
themselves may. be so worthy of the heart and soul support of all 
Jews, be of much avail for the progress and maintenance of all com- 
prised in Judaism if, so it has always seemed to me, they be linked 
hand in hand with Jewish Law—the Torah. It does not need & 
religiously inclined disposition to perceive this—or perhaps it were 
better to say one who is observant. The great founder of the modern 
Nationalist Movement declared that a return to Zion would have 
to be preceded by a return of our people to the Jewish faith-and 
Herzl was no observant Jew. Zangwill who was at lifelong war 
with institutionalised Judaism, once urged that a Jewish religious 
revival was imperative if Jewish Nationalism was to ‘succeed, 
And, after all, these but echoed the lesson of almost every one 
of the seers and prophets in Isracl, who each in his own way 
taught that a return to God and His Law, as they fondly called it, 
was imperative if the national misfortune of their people, about 
which they from time to time prophesied, were to be rolled away. 
What on the other hand became of the Jews who went over to some 


of the super-spiritualised, idealised forms of the Jewish faith that 


have engaged throughout many ages such large numbers of our people? 
They have been unable to hold their view of the Jewish faith against 
the inroads of Science. It has been as deadly to them as has the 
intransigent, stiff, unbending adherence to minutiw which, though 
in the Law as they may be, the Law shows were used out and were at 
best moribund excrescences upon real Jewish doctrine. 


THUS THE RELATION of Science to Religion not less than that of 
the Jew to both, points with unerring clearness to the wisdom of the 
middie course in all that appertains to the Jewish faith. Prize 
tradition, where it is worthy of being prized, and rather venerate 
the Torah teachings because they are Torah teachings than ignore 
either because they are ancient and well-worn, or even because they 
do not accord with the ideas of the moment prevalent concerning 
what is ethical and spiritual—not merely because of that. For in that 
direction we are bound to admit to our faith Theology, and it may 
be, as has so often happened, change Faith for Theology to the 
ultimate undoing of Religion in its purest and best form, That is

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the teaching which Science has for the guidance of Religion. It is 
a teaching that should not be disregarded, and which Jews at least 


have ever held in esteem.

“Making Fools of our Children.” 
From Mrs. BERTHA MYERS. 
To the Editor of THkr Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sin, 1 read with great interest “ Mentor’s” article ou the above 
subject, and whilst I agree with many of his remarks, there is another 
side to be considered. 

The mental development of children has always been a subject of 
interest to me, and whilst I concede him that Jewish parents love to 
“show off” their children, especially when they have their little 
scholastic successes, from what I have observed, these same children 


when a few years older and mixing with others more brilliant than them-_ 


selves, readily recognise their mental inferiority, but through the carer 
“push” of their parents, still retain a fair amount of self-confidence, 
which stands them in very good stead, and in my opinion later in life 
proves a considerable asset. 

On the other hand, I have scen very promising young Jewish children 
kept in the background, their talents belittied by their parents, develop an 
inferiority complex, which once contracted, is very difficult to eradicate, 
and in many cases affects the whole of their future lives. 


Mr. D. GUGGENHEIM (New York), 


Mr. Daniel Guggenheim, who died in New York this week at

Seasonable Recipes. 


Preserved Pears. 


One lemon. 
Cinnamon. 


Pears, 5 Iba. 
Sugar, 2 Iba. 
Wine vinegar, 1 pint. 
PEEL the pears, which should be barely ripe, and remove the cores. 
Boil the vinegar and sugar together for ten minutes; then put in the 
pears with a little stick cinnamon and the rind of the lemon. Simmer 
till the pears are tender; then turn into jars.. After a week, drain off the 
syrup; re-boil. Pour over the fruit and, when cold, tie down. 


| Marrow and Pineapple Jam. 


Vegetable marrow, 5 Ibs. Two lemons. 
Preserving sugar, 5 Ibe. Bruised ginger, 1 oz. 
‘T'wo large tins of pineapple. 

PEEL and seed the marrow and cut into dice (weigh after peeling, 
etc.). Put into a bowl with the sugar and leave overnight. Then put 
into a preserving pan with the pineapple cut into dice, the juice from one 
tin, the grated rind and strained juice of the lemons, and the ginger tied 
in a muslin bag. Bring to the boil; remove the scum and boil steadily 
for one-and-a-half hours. Remove the ginger and pot in the usual way. 


Sausage Croquettes. 


Sausages, 4 lb. 
Tomato sauce. 


Rice, 4 ozs. 
One egg. 
Bor, the rice in salted water till soft; then drain. Put in a colander 
and pour cold water over it, Drain well, then season with salt and 
pepper and add a beaten egg. Fry the sausages, then cut in halves. 
Form the rice into croquettes with half a sausage in each. Dip in brown 
crumbs and fry a golden brown in boiling fat. Serve with hot tomato 
sauce poured around. 


Fig Roly-Poly. 
Brown sugar, 2 ozs. 
Baking powder, teaspoonful. 
Water, 1 gill. 


Flour, 6 ozs 

Breadcrumbs, 2 ozs. 

Dried figs, 4 o2s, 

Chopped suet, 4 ozs. 

WASH and chop the figs. Mix all ingredients together to form a soft 

dough. Shape-like a bolster; roll and tie up in a pudding cloth, tying the 
ends securely. Put in a saucepan of fast-boiling water, and boil steadily 
for two hours. Serve with golden syrup. 


The Old Bedford Synagogue. 
From the Rev. J. F. STERN, C.B.E. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sik,- I forwarded Mr. Rich's letter, published in your columns of the 
19th September, to the Rev. C.F. Farrar, the author of * Old Bedford.” 
As Mr. Rich is at issue with the local historian, he will no doubt in due 
course be desirous of placing before your readers the details of his 
researches on the subject. 

Ll therefore submit for his further consideration what Mr. Farrar 
writes in support of his own conclusions. He says: 

“I do not know if Mr. Rich ts speaking of purely Jewish sources of evidence 
of which 1 availed myself in quoting Joseph Jacobs on pp. 70-71 in ‘ Old 
Bedford.’ If so, lL must bow, to such an eminent authority as Mr. Rich. But if 
he is referring to evidence of Latin documents quoted on pp. 124 et. seq., I 
should humbly submit that unless he has an intimate knowledge of the locality 
and topography of Belford the documents would have little meaning. 

“According to Jacots, property of the Jews —pre-expulsion—was situated in 
the High Street. (by the way, the extended front of the Angevin Castle 
extended over a long frontage of the High Street, which area may accordingly 
be excluded). This was confiscated to the Prior of Newnham. What the 
Mediwval Church once became possessed of in the way of land, it tenaciously 
held. In the Rent Rol! of Newnham Priory, dated 1509--which unfortunately 
did not come to my hand in time to be included in my book—perfectly clear 
details of this site are given as the only property of the Vrior in the High 
Street, and correspond to the description of the site indicated in the two Latin 
documents quoted. My more intimate local knowledge must be weighéd 
against Mr. Rich’s greater historical knowledge, but I have no doubt that my 
evidence sufficiently proves the Prior’s occupation of this site derived from the 
confiscation of Jewish property: 

“As to the building—the earliest Latin document is witnessed by one John 
Cullibere, who was Mayor of Bedford in 1297, and he probably lived on into the 
XIVth century which is probably the date of the building. That is, I 
believe, Professor Richardson’s opinion, but I suppose experts might differ 
as to whether itis XIVth or XVth centary. At least, it must be identical with 
the building clearly referred to in the Rent Roll of 1509. 

“That the building was used as a Synagogue in the early XIXth century is 
clear on the evidence of my grandfather who was born in 1791, and that of your 
own grandfather. 

“On page 128 of ‘Old Bedford,’I refer to the examination of the building in 
1880, when there were traces of patterns in red and texts (which obviously could 
not be deciphered) on the walls, Is it possible these survive from the days 
Synagogue occupation ? At present-they are concealed by match-boarding.” 

I feel sure that Mr. Rich will be glad to have before him what Mr, 
Farrar writes in support of his theory and that he will give due considera- 
tion to the evidence he adduces when he himself is able to resume his 


investigations.

No. 569._-Some Anti-Jewish Prejudices. 


My Prar COovusIN, 

There are a number of popular prejudices about the Jew which 
are difficult to eradicate. So deeply have some of them become 
engrained in the mind of the populace that even Jews themselves 
accept them at their face value. The most striking illustration is 
perhaps the admission of the verb “to jew” into the dictionary. 
“ To jew " denotes to deal in an underband way, to trick, to cheat. 
Yet a moment's reflection must show that the mass of Jews are no 
more prone to dishonest dealing than are any other human beings. 
That there are Jews who cheat, whose ways are not straight, no one 
will deny; but precisely the same statement will hold good. of 
Christians. Mohammedans, Prussians or Russians. With the poet's 
insight into humanityy Shakespeare drives home the lesson that the 
Jew is but human and no different from other people. 

“Hath not a Jew eyes? Hath not a Jew hands, organs, dimensions, 
senses, affections, passions ? If you prick us, do we not bleed? 
If you tickle ns, do we not langh ?” 

So it is with the popular assertion that the Jew loves money. 
Those, for example, who have seen and enjoyed Mr. Elmer Rice‘s 


play, “ Street Scene,’ now running at the Globe Theatre, will recall- 


the conversation of the jovial Italian music master with the heroine 
of the play. Italy, he tells her, is a beautiful country, but there is 
no money in Italy ; the United States is an ugly country, but there 
in the United States. That is why he is in the United 
States—to make money. 

“Fes goed to hava money. Da’s w'y Ahm come to America. Een 
Ketaly ees bewtiful, but ees no money. “Ere ees not bewtiful, but ees 
plenty moncy. Ees better to ‘ave money.” 

Almost before the words are out of his mouth he warns ber 
against her assoviation with the young Jewish student because, 
forsooth. Jews love money ! 

“No, ecs no good—Jew. ‘E's only tink about money, money, moncy 
~—alla time money.” . 

It is to be hoped that the audience appreciates Mr. Elmer Rice's 


is money 


thrust. He at least is free from the prejudice that Jews alone love 
money. Some do, and some don't—just like the great mass of the 


inhabitants of Western Europe and America. 

In the same category of anti-Jewish prejudices is the widely 
held view that only Christianity teaches its adherents to love their 
Many a Christian divine has made this claim in the past, 
and, since if a statement is repeated sufficiently often, a consider- 
able number of people will eventually come to believe it, th% claim 
for the Christian religion as against Judaism is widely maintained. 
Yet nothing is further from the truth. There is no question what- 
ever that Judaism from the very earliest times has enjoined upon 
Jews to love their enemies. It is a hard injunction, a bigh ideal. 
Jewish teaching is responsible for it and there is many a passage in 
the Old Testament which may be quoted in its support. 

The injunction itself is rooted in that all-embracing command 
to love your neighbour as yourself. Even your enemy is your 
neigubour, and, therefore, the behest to love your neighbour also 
includes your enemy. The various attitudes of mind towards an 
enemy are reflected in one or other passage in the Old Testament. 
Envy is acommon human weakness, but envy of an enemy may be 
particularly virulent. Jewish teaching clearly holds that it is wrong 
tg be envious of your enemy if he is prosperous, or to be glad when 
he suffers. Recall the argument of Job: “Did I rejoice at the 
destruction of him that hated me, or exult when evil found bim ?” 
Or the direct injunction in the Book of Proverbs: “~ Rejoice not 
when thine enemy falleth, and let not thine heart be glad when he 
étumbleth,”’ 

So, too, with revenge, a feeling which might easily boil up 
against an enemy. The guidance given by the great Moral Code in 
Leviticus holds good here in an especial degree: “ Thou shalt not 
take vengeance nor bear any grudge.’ The Ta!mud illustrates the 
difference between the two. What is vengeance? it asks. Whena 
man says, “ You did not lend me your axe, therefore I will not lend 
you mine:” that is vengeance. what isa grudge? Ifa man 
say, “You did not lend me your axe, but I will surely lend you 
mine:”’ that is bearing a grudge. The Jewish view is quite clear on 
this subject. If your neighbour needs help, you are to give it so far 
as lies in your power, without any consideration as to whether the 
man needing help is friend. er enemy. Indeed, Jewish teaching is 
quite specific: “If thou meet thine enemy's ox or his ass going 
astray, thou shalt surely bring it back tohim again. If thou see the 
ass of him that bhateth thee lying under its burden, thou shalt 
forbear to pass him: thou shalt surely release it with him.” Even 
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read the passage in full. 


more to the point is the advice of the writer in the Book of Proverbs: 
“When thine enemy is hungry, give him bread to eat, and if he be 
thirsty, give him water to drink,” 

| The conduct commended in the Old Testament was elaborated 
and developed in the Talmud. Who is a hero? it is asked in one 
place. The.answer is significant: “ He who turns an enemy into a 
friend.” We are informed that Mar Zutra’s last word before retiring 
to rest each night was one for forgiveness for all those who had 
done him any hurt during the day. Is it not significant that While 
the non-Jewish nations of antiquity treated their captives or their 
enemies with great cruelty, the Jews were an exception to th, 
general rule in this respect? In the Babylonian inscriptions vor 
may still read accounts of how the victorious rulers triumphed ove, 
their enemies.. They sold them into slavery; they burnt them in ¢), 
fire ; they planted their foot on their necks in token of victory, Tho), 
turn to the Prophet Amos and read how he condemns such condiici 
He calls down condign punishment on Moab because he behave 
cruelly to a defeated foe, Edom. Very properly Josephus tells th. 
world of his time: (Our legislator) “ would have us treat those w) 
are esteemed our enemies with moderation.” 

Teachers of morality characterise conduct which expresses itse! 
in returning love for hatred as being of a very high order indec:. 
Jews may claim that they were the first to preach that cond 
Christianity similarly teaches it too, but teachers of Christian ethi-. 
should bear in mind the rock whence they were hewn and tho 
fountain whence they sprung. 

Experience of life and the evidence of history alike show that 
whatever faults the Jews may possess, hard-heartedness is not ono 
of them. The Jew is by nature kindly. Ask the employees of Jews 
and you will get your answer. Yet there are many people in the 
world who believe that an extreme form of revenge, a policy of tit 
for tat, is actually taught in the Old Testament. “ An eye for an 
eye, and a tooth for a tooth,” they quote. It might be instructive to 
“ And if a man maim his neighbour, as hoe 
hath done, so shall it be done to him: breach for breach, eve for 
eye, tooth for tooth; as he hath maimed a man, so shall it b>» 
rendered unto him. And he that killeth a beast shall make it good ; 
and he that killeth a man shall be put to death.” 

Not only in this passage, but in other places too, a distinction is 
drawn between man and animals. An animal that is killed must be 
replaced ; for killing a man the murderer must suffer the penal y of 
death. “He that smiteth a beast mortally shall make it good: 
life for life.’ Quite clearly here “life for-life"’ denotes compensa- 
tion. Similarly “eye for eye and tooth for tooth” 
taken to mean compensation. Elaborating this rule, the Wis) 
declares that he who does a hurt to his fellow man must compensate 
him for five things—for the damage done, for the pain, for the cost 
of healing, for the loss of time and for theinsult. Beit remembered 
that the ancient Rabbis were responsible for the dictum: “~ Let the 
honour of thy neighbour be as dear to thee as thine own honour.’ 

All the available evidence points to the conclusion that the term 
“eye for eye and tooth for tooth” was but a juristic formula, the 
summary of a legal position, and that it was never carried out 
literally. The idea underlying it was that the punishment should 
be commensurate with the injury suffered; indeed, the intention 
was, as of Gilbert and Sullivan's delightful Mikado, “to make 
the punishment fit the crime.” Why, asks the Talmud, does a 
money fine suffice, seeing that Holy Writ expressly declares, © an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth?” The answer is simple. It 
is impossible to carry out the injunction of Holy Writ, even if it 
were desirable. For by taking an eye for an eye you might do more 
damage to the culprit than he im his turn inflicted on his victim. 
But Holy Writ itself furnishes the key to the interpretation of the 
formula “ eye for eye and tooth for tooth.” “If a mansmite the eyo 
of his bondman or of his bondwoman and destroy it, he shal! Ict 
him go free for the sake of his eye.” Clearly, for the damaged cye 
he must receive compensation, and if compensation is the obvious 
meaning in this instance, reasoning by analogy it must also be the 
obvious meaning in the picturesque summary “eye for eye and 
tooth for tooth.” 

Great jurists of the calibre of Grotius and Pufendorf in their 
account of the legislction of the ancient Hebrews make it clear that 
a money fine was imposed, and that the literal carrying out of the 
law was never attempted among Jews. Yet what is so plainly a 
summary of legal guidance, useful to the jurist because of its 
brevity and incisiveness, is quoted against the Jews in the attempt 
to prove that Jews are crue). Never was malice so mistaken. Jews 
have been praised by friend and foe alike as being good neighbours, 
loving parents, considerate employers and friends in need, It is 
perhaps not inept to say that all Jews are Good Samaritans. _

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ Light is sown for the righteous,and joy for the upright in 
heart.’ —Ps. 11. 


The Feast of Tabernacles has remained more essentially an 
_svicultural celebration than either of the two other joyous festivals, 
>, ..over, the spring festival, finds its agricultural significance over- 

adowed by its spécial contiection ‘with the deliverance from 
/.yptian bondage. Pentecost, originally a festival of the wheat 
vest, becomes in post-Biblical times,a memorial of the revelation 
sinai. The Feast of Tabernacles appears to have been concerned 
11 the first instance with the fruit and vine harvest in Palestine, 
iat coming as it did at the completion of the entire harvest, it was 
rovarded as a general thanksgiving for the bounty of nature in the 
year that had passed. From the frequent notice given to it 
both in Seriptare and in post-Biblical literature, it would seem as 
though the Feast of Tabernacles held the most prominent place 
Israel’s festivals. It is known also as FFONTT IM the feast of 
gathering, or frequently also simply as 271—The Feast. The 
..mbols and ceremonies connected with its celebration are all con- 
-rned with the natural products of the soil. The Succah itself 
oerbaps reminiscent of such temporary huts, as might be erected 
‘oring the gathering of the autumn fruits in the fields of harvest) 
vas clearly an agricultural significance, quite apart from the 
gestions brought forward to link up the custom with the 
r membrance of the wanderings of Israel in the wilderness. The palm- 
trce, the citron, the myrtle and the willow that are essential emblems 
secompany the worship on these days, are, of course, purely 
ricultaral emblems. The drawing of water, the prayers for rain, the 
processions and the Hashanas all point to the origins of a nature 
‘festival. Just as this festival becomes the Feast par excellence, so 
‘t is the particular “season of our joy.” All three festivals are joyous 
festivals, but Tabernacles is the special Festival of joy. Of one <f 
i's celebrations in Temple times, that took place on the second night 
of the Festival, it was said that he who had not seen the joy of the 
pouring out of the water had never experienced a real festivity. 
That the harvest should be a time of rejoicing, was of course not 
peculiar to our people. Harvests, and especially vine-harvests, were 
with all agricultural peoples occasions for revels and festivities. 
indeed the revels on such occasions were often of a very 
undesirable character. Judaism in this matter, as in others, 
uliltses the natural emotions of the grateful heart and the natural 
occasions for their expression, utilises them to a higher purpose, 
vnd thereby at once raises the common things of life to a higher 
‘evel. Perhaps nowhere is this so evident as in the contrast 
‘ciween the pagan Bacchanalian festivities and the consecrated 
ites of Israel’s Harvest Festival. Its religious ceremonies in their 
createst abandonment to the spirit of joy, present a recurring note 
o' solemnity, that constantly serves as a safeguard against excess of 
uy kind, even of religious fervour. 

This conservation of joy has received an added impulse, because 
o! (he proximity of the Feast of Tabernacles to the solemn season, 
‘hat precedes it. Bound dp with the melodies of the season of joy, 

those of the days of penitence. The Rabbinical tradition, not 
Without reason, prolongs the judgment of those solemn days 
unt the seventh day of the Festival of rejoicing, the Great 
Vosvana. tis as though they had said that the proof of repent- 
‘nce will be found not on the Atonement Day, but on the day 
of temptation and in the hours of joy. The sowing is often done 
with tears. The value of the seed will appear at the harvest- 
‘ime--the time of rejoicing. Again, the proximity of the solemn 
und the joyous days helps us to realise some of life’s best lessons. 
The seed sown in tears, the sheaves brought home in joy, are 
both part of the Divine experiment. They dre complementary, 
Lot opposed the one to the other. This is true not only of the 
sneral experiences of life, but also of the general content of 
‘c''gious influences. These two states of mind, joy and sorrow 
‘both of them’ natural to deep religious faith) may co-exist and 
viend into one ‘tiiother.” BY this ‘means “is” sobéred and 
chastened, and made manly and noble. So also may the sorrow 
\e like some dark cloud, streaked with bars of sunshine, pervading 
''s deepest depths. The joy will persist even in the midst of 
‘he sorrow. Both spring from the same deep roots of being. They 
(do not clash against each other. Underneath the Arctic snow you 
‘nay tind budding the early spring flowers, you may discover sprout- 
‘ng the blades of the fresh green grass. It has been well said that 
Ur Sorrow springs from circumstance, our gladness from the 
sence of the thing; and that therefore our sorrow is but 
‘ransitory, and our gladness is perennial. That which is sown 
3 into the dark placés of the earth. That which springs therefrom 
“‘ruggles ever towards the light. To be upright in heart must 
‘LVolve much searching into the heart's dark recesses, but it 
esults always in much’ light and joy. If the days of searching- 
out have been well spent, the season of our rejoicing will satisfy our 
‘ouls, and lift them heavenward in glad thankfulness, - 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath Deuteronomy xxxii. 


Verse 10. “He found him in a desert land.” It is rather note« 
worthy that there is no mention here of the redemption from Egypt. 
The prophet Hosea, ix., 10, likewise speaks of God “ finding” Israel 
in the wilderness. But we evidently have in this verse the same 
thought that is graphically expounded in Ezekiel xvi.,.3ff. where 
Israel is depicted as a foundling for whom God showed affection and 
finally espoused by means of a covenant. What Moses dwells upon 
is the extraordinary choice of Israel by God to be His people. He 
did not select a powerful nation settled in its own land, but a home: 
en race which, but for His adoption, must have perished in the 

“He compassed him about.” The meaning of the verbis illustrated 
by its usein Jeremiah xxxi., 21, “For the Lord hath created verb a new 
thing in the earth,a woman shall encompass a man.”’ The inference 
is that the normal course is for a man to “ encompass” a woman, 
t.c., hover around her and pay her attentions for the purpose of 
winning her love. So here, God is imaged as paying court to poverty- 
stricken Israel in the wilderness with the aim of allying Himself to 
the people. 
| “He cared for him.” This is probably the correct translation 
of the verb. It is derived from the root [2 “ to understand ” in the 
sense of “ to bestow mental attention on,” just as the reflexive con- 
jugation means “to consider for oneself.” Ehrlich, on the other 
hand, connects it with the root which provides the preposition [> 
“ between,” and he renders “ He separated him” from the other 
peoples. This is less suitable, since the verse speaks of the loving 
care which God manifested for Israel by protecting him from the 
dangers of the desert. 

“As the apple of His eye.” The Targum and other ancient 
versions shrank from the strong anthropomorphism which ascribes 
to God a physical eye equipped with a pupil. They accordingly 
understand the phrase in this sense: He kept him as a person 
guards the apple of his eye. This may well be the true meaning 
of the expression, since we also find, “ Keep me as the apple of the 
eve” (Psalm xvii., 7), which doubtless means, take care of me in the 
sume way that one takes care of the organ upon which the sight 
depends. 

Verse 11. “Stirreth up her nest.’ It is usual to interpret the 
words as a description of the eagle training the young ones to fly. 
The mother-bird compels the eaglets to leave the nest and use their 
wings, but hovers around them to save them from falling. In 
similar manner God was ever-present with Israel during the years 
of national infancy, encouraging the people to develop their powers 
and grow independent. On this interpretation the imagery is not 
quite appropriate to the context, which is only concerned with the 
journey through the wilderness to the land of promise. Moreover, 
“to stir up” is not a natural word to use in such a connection, 
The Jewish commentators, Ibn Ezra and Rashbam, rightly explain : 
The meaning is He leads them from place to place. If this be the 
true interpretation, we should adopt Ehrlich’s suggestion that 
the root NW is a by-form of 7°W and means “to empty,” as in 
Psalm Ixxviii. 38, “ Many a time turned He His anger away and did 
not pour forth (TY" not to be translated ‘did not stir up’) all His 
wrath.” The translation would then be, “ As an eagle that evacuates 
her nest.”’ 

Verse 12. “There was no strange god with Him.” Stress is 
laid on the fact that God alone was their protector and to Him only 
were they indebted for their safe crossing of the wilderness, to bring 
out the more forcibly the vileness of their conduct when “ Jeshurun 
waxed fat and kicked and roused Him to jealousy with strange 
gods" (verses 15f.). 

Verse 13. “On the high places of the earth.” The idea seems 
to be that on taking possession of the high ground one is in so 
strong a position that he is master of the surrounding country 
(compare Psalm xviii, 34). It is uncertain how TY & is to be 
translated. If rendered “earth,” the phrase would be a general 
reference to Israel's triumphant progress. The Jewish commentators 
and the moderns understand it as “land,” and an allusion to the 
capture of Canaan which is here visualised as something already 

complished. 
oe And he did eat.’ The change of subject from that of 2°37" 
is very abrupt, but not unusual in Hebrew. The ancient versions 
pre-suppose a reading, “and He made him to eat” (TH DN), which 
some authorities think is confirmed by such passages as Isaiah 
lviii., 14, Psalm Ixxxi., 17. Driver sees no reason to reject the 


Massoretic text, and suggests: “ It is quite possible that SON may 
have been chosen purposely for variety.”

Jews in South America. 


THE “HAKOAH” SOCCER TOUR. 


By Dr. MAX KRAUSS (In Interview). 
[From our Correspondent.—NEW York.) 


Dr. Max Krauss, who is President of the “ Hakoah" Soccer Team, 
bas just returned with the team from a three months’ tour of the 
Argentine, Uruguay and Brazil, where the “Hakoah" took on the 
leading soccer eleyens in Latin-America. 

“It came as a distinct surprise to learn that the Jews in the 
countries we visited had not assimilated, as 
their French brothers have done, but have 
established a living and healthy Jewish Com- 
munity,” Dr. Krauss told me. “The Zionist 
sentiment is very strong, but the Movement 
‘tiself is not very well organised. The main 
Zionist activities consist in collecting Shekels 
and lending support to the Keren Kayemet. 
Curiously, also, there is not a very strong 
religious movement. The only time the Syna* 
gogues are really full is at the Holy. Days. 
Buenos Aires in the only city where there is 
a really large Synagegue. Friday night and Saturday services draw 
only theolder people, those who haveimmigrated from Eastern Europe, 
and also the old Sephardic settlers. I particularly noticed, however, 
that the Jewish Community Centre movement is thriving. The 
Centre is now the méeting-place for all Jews, especially the younger 
ones. Who are therough}ly Spanish in their ways, and know little of 
Yiddish or their parents’ tongues, They seem intent on furthering 
a Hispano.Jewish culture in South America. 

‘At the various mcetings and lectures which I attended at such centres 
I found that the principal topics discussed were the Jewish writers, artists 
and professional mén of note in South America. There seemed to be no 
desire to learn more about eminent Jews in other parts of the world. 
The Jews there appear anxious to leave the merchant callings in which 
they predominate and strive for higher things—the arts, literature: and 
This is especially so in the small towns. While the 
Jews in cities like Montevideo, Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires are 
cengaded in trade, there is a distinct tendeney for Jews living in the lesser 
towns and villages to become doctors and lawyers and to enter into 
situilar work. 

* Many Jews, too, are entering into the journalistic field. Practically 
every town where there is a substantial number of them, has a news- 
paper in Spanish, of Jewish interest.” 

The White Slave Traffic. 

[ ¢<sked Dr. Krauss if he had found any anti-Semitism in South 
America. 

Ile i@plied that he was mest astonished by its total absence. But 
there was, he added, a hostile feeling directed primarily against Jews 
of a particular class, cspecially in Argentine. This arose from the fact 
that a number of them were mixed up in the White Slave Traffic and had 
sniiicgied thousands of Jewish girls into Argentine for this purpose. “A 
recent investigation by the Government had shown that a business 
totailing three-and-a-half million dollars had been done in a short time 
by this White Slave ring, entailing the importaticn of over 3,500 young 
wemen, 


the professicns. 


There is a powerfnl agitation against these scoundrels,” Dr. Krauss 
dcclared,. but the agitation is supported by the Jewish masses who resent 
intensely this slur on the good name of South American Jewry. The 
reaction, however, was not turned against Jews at large but only on this 
small group of law breakers, and the press was most prompt to prevent 
the agitation from overstepping its proper bounds, 

“ Apart from this incident the Jews are struggling in the face of poor 
economic conditions but seem to be doing well. .1 was interested to 
discover that the sub-Commissioner of Police in Buenos Aires, Mr. Hertz, 
is a Jew.” 

Jewish Sport. 

“ Ilow was the ‘ Hakoah’ team received there?” 

“Ah!” said Dr. Krauss, “you come to my favourite topic. Sitting 
here in New York and looking back at the past two or three months, I 
fee] that it was the most memorable time in my life and in the life of the 
members of the team. For not only did we do quite well from the sports 
angle, but I believe that the ‘Hakoah’ truly acted as a goodwill 
ambassador from the Jewish people. I have travelled far and wide in 
my life but never have I seen such a reception given to Jews as was 
tendered us by the non-Jewish masses of South America. 

“In the first place the Spanish press. welcomed us cordially and 
expressed astonishment that the Jews were such proficient sportsmen. 
We were received enthusiastically by government officials. The masses 
cheered us and attended our games in numbers as many as 50,000 at a 
single match on a torrid summer day. Our opponent teams, all non- 
Jewish, were perfect sportsmen, and the crowd showed none of the 
temperament and impetuosity for which it is supposed to be notorious, 
except perhaps to cheer us wildly. Invariably, the Zionist blue and 
white flag waved over all the fields. I estimate that 12,000 Jews watched 
us at a single game in Montevideo and 10,000 Jews in Rio de Janeiro. 
The huge stadium at Montevideo, where the world championship soccer 
tournament was held, co-incident with our own tour, flew the Jewish 
flag for the first time, and it waved proudly alongside the flags of the 


various European and Latin-American countries which participated jy 
the international games. | 

“T remember the tremendous ovation that American Jews gay 
the Vienna ‘ Hakoah’ when it toured the-United States several years ‘ - 
but that was insignificant in comparison with the welcome we sedatives 
at the handsef South American Jews. Every city and village inhabited 
by Jews was a centre of festivity, Buenos Aires and in Montevideo 
Jewish sport clubs were organ‘sed to celebrate our visit. 

“I feel,” said Dr. Krauss, in conclusion, “that the tour of the 
‘Hakoah’ has engendered good will between the non-Jews and the 
Jewish people of Latin-America, and has drawn the Jewish community 
even more closely together. Moreover, I believe, it wil] intensify the 
sports movement among the Jews there.”

Demonstrations in Prague. 


Anti-Semitism Invoked Again. 
‘From a Correspondent.] 


An anti-German demonstration organised by the Cvech. at 
Prague, mainly against the showing of German talkie f}))- 
developed into an anti-Semitic demonstration, in the course. of 
which several Jewish businesses suffered. On the plea that the 
Germans and the Jews were the only patronisers of the Germany 
talkie films, huge crowds gathered in Prague one evening last week 
and marched towards certain cinemas where German talkie filing 
were shown. At the cinema Avion, the demonstrators molested a 
number of visitors, including many Jews, shouting: “ Down with tho 
Germans. Down with the Jews.” They then proceeded to organise 
an anti-Semitic street demonstration. The demonstrators entered 
the Jewish quarter and broke many shop windows and signboards 
of Jewish businesses. At the cinema Olympia, other crowds gatherei, 
stopping on the way specially in front of all Jewish shops and 
threatening to assault the Jews. When the demonstrators reached 
the Jewish cinema Roxy, they compelled the management to 
terminate the showing of the film “ Waltz King.” The rioters broke 
all the windows of the Roxy cinema and destroyed a part of tho 
cinema itself. Much damage was also done by the rioters at the 
Olympia cinema, The Jewish café, Roxy, was demolished, and «|! 
the Jewish visitors fled from the place. 

The police everywhere arrived late, but finally, after a severe 
fight, in the course of which nine policemen were injured, fourtecn 
demonstrators were arrested. 

A good deal of blame for the rioting is attached to the Chicf 
Mayor of Prague, Mr. Baxa, who is unfriendly to the Jews and who 
at the time of the Hilsner ritual murder case upheld the blood libel 
against Jews in opposition to Professor Masaryk, the 
President of Czecho-Slovakia. 

There can be no’doubt that the demonstrations were carefully 
organised beforehand. As a result of the demonstrations. the 
showing of all German talkie films was suspended. The Chief 
Mayor of Prague has requested the Government to prohibit the 
showing of German talkie films.

Counter-Demonstrations. 

It transpires that the anti-Jewish and anti-German riets in 
Prague have been carefully planned by the Fascist Organisation 
with the support of all reactionary elements headed by General 
Gajda, the former Commander-in-Chief of the Czecho-Slovakiin 
Army, who was dismissed a few years ago on account of his Fascis$ 
policy, The riots were directed against the Jews, the Germans and 
the present Government, Apparently encouraged by the Hitlerist 
victory in Germany, the Czecho-Slovakian Fascists, too, want to 
establish their supremacy in Czecho-Slovakia. The authoritics 
have seized large quantities of Fascist literature inciting the mob 
against the Government, the Jews and the Germans. Following 
the agitation against the German talkie films, the Czech Fascists 
have now commenced a campaign against all foreign talkie films in 
the country. 

The Government supporters have held a big counter-demonstra- 
tion against the Fascist rioters. During the pro-Government 
demonstration, the cry of the anti-Fascist forces was: “ We shail 
not tolerate the Hitlerists in Czecho-Slovakia.” 


Fascist Incitement. 

The local Fascist organ, the STrRAz, has published an extra 
edition inciting the mob to fight against the Jews and the Germans. 
The organ urges that before 28th October, which is a Czech national 
holiday, Prague should be cleared of all German cn 1 Jewish” swine. 

In the meantime, fresh anti-German and anti-Jewish demonstra- 
tions have occurred. The mob, amounting to about two thousand 
persons, marched about the streets shouting “ Jews, go to Palestine, 
and singing national hymns. The rioters smashed the windows of 
the editorial offices of the CzEske SLovo, which is the organ of 
the Foreign Minister of Czecho-Slovakia, Mr. Benes, as well as of 
the PRAGER TAGEBLATT and other newspapers which condemned the 
demonstrations. The rioters also smashed the windows of the new 
German Theatre, stopped a large number of tram-cars and motor- 
cars and ejected the German and Jewish passengers. 

At midnight, the mob invaded the Altstadt quarter and 
demolished all signboards of Jewish and German firms. 

It is noteworthy that, in addition to the Chauvinists and 


Fascists, a large number of Communists, too, took part in the 
rioting. 
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The gendarmes attacked the rioters with bayonets, but the mob 
continued to assault Jews in the streets and to break the windows 
of Jewish businesses and of the big hotels. 7 

The rioters even stopped the motor car of the Minister of 
Labour, Mr. Dostalek, smashed the windows of his car and abused 
the Minister. Thirty policemen and many rioters were wounded. A 
large number of rioters were arrested. Many Czechs of Jewish 
appearance were also beaten by the rioters. 

Several reactionary newsapers openly sided with the rioters, but 
the organ of the Czech legionaries, the NARODNY OSVOBOZENY, and 
the Socialist organ, the Pravo Linu, strongly condemned the riots 
as a disgrace tothe country. The Government organs also censured 
the demonstrators. 

In the course of the demonstrations, hostile cries were also 
heard against President Masaryk and the Government. 

The German Minister and the Jewish leaders have sent protests 
to the Government against the demonstrations. The Government 
in reply has promised to adopt strong measures against the rioters. 

\ithough the police acted feebly at the beginning of the riots, 
they became more alive to the situation later. The Government, 
too. has issued a strong warning to the rioters. 

in the course of a debate at the Municipality, the reactionary 
Chief Mayor spoke against the German expansion in Prague, but he 
condemned the, riots. | 

in Parliament, the German deputies interpellated the Govern- 
ment on the riots. During the debate, it transpired that the Fascist 
leaders were in sympathy with the rioters, because they were 
dissatisfied with the promises given by the Government at the 
session of the League of Nations in Geneva to adopt a lenient policy 
towards the Minorities. 


The Nazi Victory and Afterwards. 


——- 
Six-and-a-half Million Voters Not All Anti-Semites. 
‘From our Correspondent—BERLIN. | 
The readers of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE can hardly bave been as 


much surprised as was the rest of the world. by the tremendous 
election victory of the anti-Semitic “Nazi” Party of Germany. 
Your corespondent has repeatedly stressed in his articles the danger 
of such a victory. As things stand, the Nazis have gained nine 


times as many seats in Parliament as they ever had before... Andon 
the face of them, their figures would seem to prove that every sixth 
Gorman is an anti-Semite. 

But‘as it was necessary before to point out the danger of the 
e\cr-growing Nazi anti-Semitic party, so it ‘now becomes necessary 
to inake a special point of the fact that not every Nazi voter is an 
anti Semite. .It would be altogether wrong to believe that anti- 
Senitism solely and purely has been at the bottom of the Nazi move- 
ment. The best men in Germany, Jew and Gentile, are convinced of 
this facet. A question put to some of the leading men of the country 
has proved this.. There is, for instance, the Home Minister, Dr, 
Wirth, who is convinced that anti-Semitism as such has not been 


the ruling spirit in the Nazi victory. He- says: “The German 
nation has had very hard years in the school of endurance 


and sacrifice; the nation has reached its utmost limit in this 
respect.” Half a dozen statesmen are unanimous in the opinion 
thal the voting has been the expression of 34 millions unemployed 
and three million others in continuous fear of losing their daily 
bread, who see their only salvation in a radical change of Govern. 
nent. The thought that many millions have no bread and see no 


chance of getting it, and that at the same time thousands of millions 
flow into foreign countries is becoming impossible for most Germans. 
Of course, National Socialism is not a way out of the difficulties, but 
the man in the street, desperate ns he is, does not see it. He thinks 


ie has got to pull down the whole building. 

What has been said here must not be understood to mean that 
the difficulties of Judaism in Germany have been lessened in con- 
sequence of this election. On the contrary, they have undoubtedly 
been heightened. A strengthening of the boycot!, perhaps here 
uid there increased personal danger, may be the direct consequences 
ol the Nazi vietory. But it does mean to say that the greater 
inajority of the people of Germany that voted for the Nazis are not 
unti-Semites but simply desperate. They had, according to their 
idea, only the choice of two.parties—Nazi or Communist. Many 
of them found their way to the Communists. They too, have gained 
Very many seats in the Reichstag—seventy-six. And those that 


could not make up their minds to stretch out a hand and join | 


Holshevism did what they considered the next best thing and voted 
Nazi. 

Therein lies the great hope of German Jewry. To-day all leaders 
are pointing out these facts and deducing from them that there is 
ho cause for desperation, no reason for believing that every sixth 
German ig an anti-Semite. And as there is a silver lining to every 
cloud, so the Nazi victory will have brought a united front to 
German Jewry. Already organisation is being taken in hand; 
if & second election should become necessary, the Jews of Germany 
and such parties as contain Jews will be better prepared than they 
were this time, 

But at the moment it hardly seems likely that a second election 
will be necessary; which again proves that the situation cannot be 
as bad as it looks on the surface. The Nazis have 107 seats in the 
Reichstag out of 540, Even if they get one or two. seats in the 


- 


Cabinet, they will not be able to do much harm. Dr. Frick, of 
Thuringia, has got a whole Nazi Cabinet behind him and has still 
not been able to do any appreciable mischief. 

Meanwhile the Nazi Party as such is in its construction becoming 
more impossible than ever. The latest addition to this “ Socialist 
party” is the former Crown Prince of Germany. His younger 
brother August Wilhelm, called Auwi, who after the revolution 
repeatedly found a good hiding place in the Jewish villas in the 
West End of Berlin, has been a member for some time. Others are 
the Duke of Coburg Gotha, the Prince Christian of Schaumburg 
Lippe, the Princes of Reuss and other former reigning Sovereigns of 
the German Statés. Prince Christian of Schaumburg Lippe, as well 
the Duke of Coburg Gotha are said to have found most of the money 
for the Nazi election campaign, which must have cost millions. 

It is the impossibility of this conglomeration—the wealthy 
former ruler and enemy of the Republic and the common labourer 
and Republican, made desperate for want of bread—that must 
finally lead to the breaking up of the party. 


Roch Hashes in New York. 


Celebrations by Non-Jews.

Rosh Hashana was celebrated here with overflow Services in the 
Synagogues. For the first time the occasion was celebrated by 
representatives of other faiths as a mark of appreciation of their 
Jewish neighbours when Services were held inthe Church of Grace, 
under the auspices of the Fellowship of Faiths. Addresses. were 
delivered by Christions, Hindus, Moslems, Sikhs and Jews. The 
Jewish press, reviewing the past year, found it depressing but 
declared that there was no occasion for pessimism in regard to the 
eomimg year. A calcuation recently published shows that Jews 
contributed nearly seventy-three million dollars in the past year 
to Jewish and non-Jewish philanthropic undertakings.

Rabbi Schneerson, the well-known Lubavitscher Rabbi, who 
claims to be a descendant of the founder of Chassidism, has just 
returned to Riga after a year's travelling. Rabbi Schneerson under. 
took the journey to America on account of the persistent invitations 
of his admirers and the followers of his teachings. There are numerous 
congregations of them in New York, Washington, Philadelphia. 
Baltimore, Chicago, Boston, St. Louis and Detroit, and there are 
also many Christians who admire the teachings of the Rabbi. 

sefore going to America the Rabbi visited Palestine where he has 
in Jerusalem his’ own Yeshiba. On his arrival in America, the 
Rabbi received on board of the “ Ile de France" a telegram of welcome 
from the Governmeut. When the steamer entered the Port of New 
York a small boat approached them and representatives. of the 
Government and the Reception Committee came on board. By 
special order from Washington, the Rabbi was then brought on a 
Government boat to a special landing stage, which is reserved for 
guests of honour. Many thousands of people were awaiting him 
there, among them the representatives of the Mayor of New York, 
delegations of the Joint,” the Agqudas Rabonim and other organt- 
sations. While the car of the Rabbi was moving along the streets of 
New York, a whole army of policemen accompanied him and the 
traffic in the streets was stopped. In all New York picture-houses 
films of his arrival were shown and the papers were full of 
descriptions and photos. | 

During his stay of a month the Rabbi visited many cities, and 
was especially invited by the Governor of Boston. to attend the 
festivities held there in celebration of the 300th anniversary of 
Boston. The Rabbi received a gold medal from the Governor of 
Boston and a commemorative gift from the Mayor of Philadelphia. 
Rabbi Schneerson and his son-in-law were both received by President 
Hoover in the White House.

“Judaism Successful and Triumphant.” 


Progress, Suspicions and Hostilities. 
A Government That Stands Aloof. 


AWAITING A FATEFUL PROPOSAL. 

An article in Tur Ties of Tuesday, by the Special Correspondent 
of that paper in Jerusalem, discusses the present position in Palestine. 
The two principal factors. which have led to Jewish colonisation in 
Palestine, says the Correspondent, have beem the dominant desire 
of the Jews to return to their traditional Homeland and the aspiration 
to seek the peace and security which they have never had elsewhere. 
The War and the Mandate rendered Zionism a reality and individual 
enterprise became the accepted policy of Jewry, with remarkable 
results in the space of afew years. After reviewing the amazing 
developments of Tel-Aviv, the writer goes on to discuss the difficult 
and politically important problems of agricultural colonisation. 


He says: 


The Moslems and Jews of Palestine have for centuries led an 
existence, if not of absolute racial enmity, at least of mutual 
estrangement and disparagement, but till lately their interests have 
seldom clashed to an extent that has disturbed the relative peace. 
The Jews have regarded the Moslems as disquieting neighbours of 
dangerous propensities, while the Moslems have looked upon the 
Jews as an unavoidable and perhaps necesétary evil. In their busi. 
ness transactions they made what use of each other they could, and 
lost few opportunities of mutual exploitation. With the advent of 
Zionism. when money and immigrants poured in from abroad, came 
the triumph of Judaism. Vast extents of land were purchased, 
quite legitimately, from the Moslems for the purpose of Jewish 
colonisation. Many of these estates had been neglected by their 
former owners; whose methods of cultivation were extremely primi. 
tive. Many tracts had been rendered almost uninhabitable by the 
prevalence of malaria. The enthusiasm, the wealth at their disposal 
and the personal effort of the Jews overcame all! difficulties. 

It was a form of colonisation such as the world had seldom, if 
ever, seen-—the return to the Homeland of a people after 2,000 vears 
of exile; the realisation that here at last, in an atmosphere of deep 
religious tradition, an end to all their wanderings, and consequent 
peace, were to be found. Nor was this all, for every rock, every 
grain of sand was sacred soil. The land, too, was there for the 
immigrant to cultivate, either by purchase or, far more commonly, 
by installation upon estates held by the Jewish National Fund, which 
had already acquired 75,000 acres of agricultural land. Due care 
was taken as to the qualifications of the immigrant. With such 
enthusiasm had Zionism been received by the Jews of Europe and 
America that vast sums of money were available for immigration, 
for education, public healtb, religion, and for the development of the 
towns and the creation of industries. Education has received 
unceasing support. Twenty thousand Jewish pupils to-day attend 
the colleges and schools. Infant weifare, hospitals, clinics, and the 
training of nurses are branches undertaken by the Hadassah— 
Women’s Zionist Organisation of America—while a “ Workers’. Sick 
Fund” has its own medical system. In short it is Judaism successful 
and triumphant. 

Grounds for Arab Hostility. 


Turning to the Arab side of the question, the writer describes the 
jealousy, envy and suspicion with which the victims of Turkish 
oppression, backward and primitive, yet intelligent, have viewed 
the installation of the Jew. 

They bave seen malarial plains become inhabited centres of 
colonisation. They have watched enthusiasm and energy change 
arid regions into cultivated fields. They have witnessed the digging 
of wells and the introduction of irrigation where water was not. 
The hillsides which they, their camels and their goats deforested 
they have seen replanted. They have seen wealth—wealth to them 
almost unimaginable—squandered, as it seemed to them. on the 
unwelcome alien. The petty townseman, as the Moslem always con- 
sidered the Jew, was superséding them in their own manner of life 
as a tiller of the soil. The Jew's children and his sick were taught 


and tended and nursed.’ They saw. in fact, all the benefits of whith™ 


they felt themselves deprived—and were they, too, promised nothing 
during the War ?—showered upon a people whom they mistrusted 
and despised. They see to-day even more. They see a menace to 
their possession of land, to their means of existence, to their 
freedom, to their race and to their religion. The Jew, after long 
years, of servility to the conquering Moslem race, has become its 
master. The Jew has realised it too, and the gulf ‘is widening. 
- Embittering the Situation. 


Little attempt has been made to bring them together. The 
Palestine Government, aloof as are all British aiministrations 
abroad, though fille i with the highest sense of duty, is out of touch 
with both sides. The greater part of the local Press—both Jew and 
Moslém—seems to be striving only to embitter the situation. The 
Jews, enthusiasts and ambitious—but unauthorised—i!l conceal 
éven.in public what they claim to be their ultimate aim in Palestine 
-—that no Home can be a Home without possession. 


With ever-deepening suspicion the Moslem 
almost incredible advance of Zionism. To ~ 
little that it brings in its wake amelioration ana “Sevsaee rs 
standards of life, in which he to some extent wil) share mp 
cares little that the economic and agricultural condition of 
Palestine is being improved. To him the march of Jewish 
progress is the advance of an enemy—a danger that is daily increas 
ing in magnitude. He realises that the lands that he has sold bie 
passed to a trust, such as is the Jewish National Fund, and that no 
purchase, no change of fortune, can ever restore them. He, too hag 
dreamed of a national Arab State—of a time when his own people 
may participate in the world’s doings, coming forth from thoi, 
plains and their deserts‘and their barren mountains regenerated 
and reborn—and his dream is being shattered. He has no means to 
make his voice heard, no one to put forward his case. no literature 
to distribute, no direction in which to seek sympathy, no Wealth, 
and no friends. He is forlorn, an outcast and forgotten. 
“Palestine will be Shaken to its Foundations.” 


THe TIMES correspondent concludes by stating that very shortlvya 
proposal will be put before the Palestine Government—drawn up on 
the instructions of the British Government—which it is intended shal! 
serve as the basis of land tenure and land distribution in Palestine, 
While it is the duty of the Mandatory Power “to view with favour 
the establishment of a Jewish Home in Palestine,” it is none tha’ 
less its duty to remember that itis “clearly understood that noth. 
ing shall be done which may prejudice the civil and religious rights 
of existing non-Jewish communities.” While awaiting the presenta. 
tion and publication of this Report the peace is not likely to be 
disturbed. But should the eventual decision of the Mandatory 
Power and of the Palestine Government fail to win its acceptance 
by conciliation and by mutual agreement of both the Jews and 
the Moslems, Palestine will be shaken to its very foundations. 
At present no signs of any rapprochement are visible—nor of any 
real effort to bring one about, 


The British Government's Statement to the Leaguc. 


AN ANALYSIS. 
From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM.| 


In its observations upon the recent Report of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, the British Govern. 
ment stated that it furnished the Palestine Administration with 
over £9,000,000 since 1921, in addition to having floated the Palestine 
Loan of £4,500,000. Authoritative figures have been published here 
by a prominent Jewish national institution analysing the British 
Government's claim. 

The British Government, it is pointed out, omitted to state that 
the amount of nine million pounds was in the main spent on the 
military and air forces garrisoned in the Mandated territory and 
charged to the Civil Administration when it took over in 1921. The 
following is the distribution:

Actually, therfore, these figures must. be regarded 
as part of the cost of the Palestine Campaign, since they arose out of 
the occupation rather than through the economic development of 
the country or assistance in the upbuilding of Palestine. Further, 
large part of the so-called expenditure on Palestine was in the Man- 
dated territory of Transjordan, in which the writ of the Jewish 
National Home does not run. Moreover, the Palestine Treasury 
refunds to the British Government the difference in the cost of

during thé past threé years from its ordinary Budget. 

The advantages that Palestine has obtained from the Palestine 
Loan again are limited to less than half of its amount. Of the 
£4,500,000, the sum of 21,514,324 was paid over for the Palestine 
Railways and £1,000,000 for military property, in addition to the 
£120,000 spent on the flotation of the Loan. In other words, 
£2,600,000 was refunded to the Brilish Government. £1,115,000 was 
earmarked for the Haifa harbour and improvements at the Jaffa 
port and £600,000 set aside for public buittings, investments 1" 
Telephone and Telegraph improvements, and sundry other public 
works. So that while only £1,750,000 approximately was spent on 
the immediate economic needs in Palestine, the imhabitants wi!!! 
have to repay the entire four and a half million pounds plus interest 
in the stipulated period of forty years. 

In response to the Mandates Conimission’s charge that agricu! 
ture and other branches were neglected, the British Governmen' 
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pleaded that, it does not possess unlimited funds fordevelopmept in 
Palestine. But it should be remembered that income considerably 
ods expenditure; and “that this has. been brought about by 
‘ntensive Jewish endeavour in the country. The Government has 
hoon able to carry out works for £1,518,000 as a result of these 
annual surpluses on posts and telegraphs, railways, &c., and also to 
pay Palestine’s share in the Ottoman Public Debt amounting to

APPROVAL OF THE MANDATORY WORKING. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND SUBJECT RACES, 
‘From a Correspondent.—GENEVA. | 


fhe Sixth Committee of the Assembly of the League of Nations 
has boen the scene of a discussion on the working of the Mandates 


Commission of the League of Nations. The Australian representa- 
tive. Mr. Brennan, in paying a tribute to the work of the Mandates 
Commission, suggested that in future it should not concern itself 


with details of administration in Mandated countries, leaving them 
to ‘he Mandatory Power. Mr. Brennan apparently had in mind the 
dispute between the Mandates Commission of the League of Nations 
and ‘he British Government on the. Palestine problem. He declared 
that ‘he Australian Government was firmly opposed to the treat- 
men! of Mandated countries as annexed territories. The British 


representative, Mr. R. Buxton, M.P., expressed the opinion that the 
Mandatory system of protection of backward races should be 
extended to all colonies. He stated that the British Labour 
Party felt that although it was good for the backward races to be 
placed under the care of the more civilised Powers, it was necessary 
For this 


to guard them against exploitation by capitalist groups. 
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reason the Labour Government thought that the experience gained 
by the Mandates Commission,. in dealing with the safeguarding of 


«the backward races, should be. utilised not only in the Mandated 


countries but in all colonies. 


During the discussion the French and Italian representatives 
expressed their pleasure at the satisfactory termination of the 
Palestine incident as well as the hope that peace would firmly reign 
in Palestine in the future. 

The German representative stated that he hoped that as a 

result of the report of the Mandates Commission on Palestine, a just 
solution of the Palestine problem would be found agreeable both to 
the Jews and to the Arabs. 
The Polish representative stated that Poland was greatly 
interested in Palestine, on account of the large number of Polish 
Jews settled there, and he expressed the hope that in the develop- 
ment of the Jewish National Home in Palestine the interests of all 
sections of the population would be cared for. 

The Committee approved the report on the Mandates of the 
League and congratulated the Mandatory Powers on their achieve. 
ments. The report expressed special gratification at the restoration 
of order and peace in Palestine, trusting that the measures adopted 
by the British Government against the recurrence of riots in the 
country would prove effective. The report will be submitted to the 
Assembly of the League of Nations. 


The Future of Modern Palestine. 
RAIL, ROAD AND AIR DEVELOPMENTS. 
FAMOUS TOWN PLANNER'’'S VIEWS. 

Professor Patrick Abercrombie lectured on “Some Uncon- 
troversial Views on Modern Palestine” at a meeting of the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club, on Sunday evening, at the First Avenue Hotel, 
High Holborn. Professor Abercrombie is connected with Liverpool 
I niversity and is one of the leading town planners'in Europe. He 
was invited to visit the Haifa Bay region by the Jewish National 
Fund, which owns the greater part of the land round the Bay, in 
order to advise them in the town plans for the area. Professor 
Abercrombie has been a month in the country and was convinecd 
that the future of this region from all aspects was most promising. 

The lecturer said that as soon as he saw the hills of Judea he 
felt that here Was a country worth looking at. “ The country of 
Palestine,’ he said, “is destined to change. It must become in 
the future an increasingly important road country, particularly

, solemn league and covenant between Jews and Englishmen, 
That Jews were not so unanimous now in their desire that 
Britain should retain the Mandate was the misfortune not 
only of the Jews but of the whole of the British people. It 
pust he advantageous to Britain to have the Jews of the world 
as her friends. They had so much in common. Both were 
working for the same creed of democracy, and carrying it to all the 
countries of the East. But something bad gone wrong in that 
relationship. This was due to the fact that the people who had 
inspired the Mandate had not made it clear what that Mandate 
meant. It was self-contradictory in the eyes of those who did not 
gant to carry it out. How, they argued, could you at the same time 
build a Jewish State and also safeguard the interests of the existing 
inhabitants ? They also argued that the more people there were in a 
land, the smaller was the prosperity, forgetting that consumers were 
giso producers. Every Jew coming into Palestine, they said, took 
bread from the mouths of the Arabs. The only answer to these 
people was: go and see. What had the Jews taken but desert lands, 
marshes, sand dunes? They had already turned Palestine from an 
Oriental into an Occidental country. There had been no overt 
action on the part of the local government to, show their hostility 
to the Mandate policy. He was proud to think that nothing had 
stiffened England's policy with regard to Palestine so much as the 
massacres, Which had raised the question with a political issue of 
the firs! importance. 


The Pro-Palestine Labour Congress. 


STORMY OPENING IN BERLIN. 


‘From a Correspondent.—BeEr in. | 


The Pro- Palestine Labcur-Congress opened in Berlin on Satur- 
dav evcning. The scene was very imposing, but its serenity was 
disturbed by the extreme wing of twenty-nine delegates of the Left 
Poale Zionists, headed by Mr. Zerubuwal. The interruptions began 
when tle Palestine Labour leader, Mr. Bengurion, opened the Con- 
gress with a Hebrew speech. The Left Poale-Zionists demanded 
that bh: should speak Yiddish, and the disturbances which ensued 
created a painful impression on the non-Jewish German and foreign 
guests. The first greeting speech was delivered by the veteran 
German Socialist leader, ex-Deputy Eduard Bernstein. He was 
followed by Mr. Sassenbach, the representative of the Amsterdam 


Tradis Union International. Mr. Knoll, the representative of the 
Federation of German Co-operatives, greeted the Congress in 
the name of his Federation. All the speakers promised to support 


the Jewish Labour aims in Palestine. 

When the President of the Zionist Executive, Mr. N. Sokolow, 
rose to greet the Congress, the Left Poale-Zionists left the hall in a 
body. ‘The key-note of Mr. Sokolow’s speech was that the salvation 
of Zion would come through Labour (Zion Baavodah Tipodah). 

An enthusiastic pro-Palestine Labour speech was delivered by 
Mr. Jcan Longuet,-the grandson of Karl Marx and the rer  »sentative 
of the French Socialist Party. 

rofessor Einstein, who attended the whole of the first session, 
Bpoke about the cultural development in Palestine. He declared 
that the chief point about Palestine’s growth was not how many 
Jews went there, but the formation of an exemplary cultural

THE FUTURE OF PALESTINE. 
(Reprinted from “ The New Republic,” New York). 


Thirteen years have passed since the British Government, by a document 
known as the Balfour Declaration, offered to use its “ best endeavours to 
facilitate the establishment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish 
people.’ In the interval men and money have been poured into the small 
arid territory which the British reduced, on second thought, to some 
10,000 square miles, Trans-Jordan having been removed from the scope 
of the project. The Jewish population has increased to 1€0,000, and now 
comprises one-fifth of the total. Four hundred square miles, one twenty- 
fifth of the country’s area, have been obtained by purchase, no government 
land having been allotted to the Jews. Hebrew has come to be generally 
spoken, thus enabling different kinds of Jews to talk to each other, A 
university, commanding a beautiful view of the Dead Sea, hes been bult 
in this land where a majority of the Jews are without proper means of support. 
Community life in the cities and colonies has acquired all the intensity 
associated with the Jewish temperament, Some thousands of refugecs from 
Central Europe have found an environment which, in sp‘te of its econom‘e 
and physical peril, is more satisfying than the one they left. Tel-Aviv, a 
city of 40,000, the only Jewish municipality in the world, has been built up 
by American boom-town methods and has suffered and survived the economic 
crisis inevitable when new deve pment work slows up. At present its 
modern, somewhat, cubistic houses peer over fans of palm end cypress ct 
date-box camels stalking beside the sea after eech other's teils. The visitor, 
aware that twice during the past the West hes planted its standards on th’s 
Eastern shore, wonders which civilisation is destined to survive. 

The Jews living in the National Home—a poople nearly four times 
more numerous now than those who returned from Babylon in the first yeer 
of the reign of Cyrus—can be roughly divided into several ectegories. The 
40,000 orthodox, many of whem were residing in the secred citics of Jerusalem, 
Safed, Hebron and Tiberias before the War, study the Telmed ond cre 
sustained by pittances sent by the religious-minded from «brocd. “The 
34,000 colonists, some of whom came on their own initictive, come by the 
aid of Baron Rothschild, others under the auspices ef the Zionists, wth 
difficulty wrest a living, or nearly a living, from the intrecte b'e soil, Only 
those who grow oranges do much more than sipport themselves, The 
remaining 75,000 Jews live in or near the cities of Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem ond 
Haifa; Those known as chalutzim, or pioneers, lebour in fie'd end quairy, 
in factories end on the roads. Thovgh the others, profess’onel men, she p- 
keepers end ertists, trade for the most part w:th one another, they min ge 
to get elony end at the same time support art, litercture cnd a thectre. 

From the point of view of an American Zionist, the cncourcging start 
of several lerge industrial undertekings, such as the cement works ct Haifa, 
the Rutenberg power plants and the Dead Sea salt concession, is the most 
hc poful feature. On the dark side is the dcpmdence of the larger p rt of 
the Jewish p pulation on the financial support of the Die: pora, the diminish- 
ing rate of increase of the Jewish population, due to restricted immigr:tion 
(the Arabs are now mult'plying at a faster rate than the Jews), the sustained 
hostility of the Arabs and the reversal of British policy, which ccccpted the 
mandate in order to facilitate Jewish efforts and continues the mandate in 
order to safeguard the Arahs. At least such is the tenor of the recent Wh te 
Paper, which accepts most of the recommendations of the Shew Commiss‘on, 

If one looks at Palestine from the point of view of a wor'd citizen, the

than it has been since Greco-Roman days, and it is better governed end 
healthier. The natives have already picked up some of the newcomers’ 


methods, to their advantage. In no other Arab state does the Arab jx pu- 


lation, which had been stationary for centuries, increase so fest ; in no other 
Arab state has an economic develcpment of like proportions occurred. Lend 
values have soared, to the disadvantage of the Jew, who must buy lend, 


but not to that of the Arab who owns it. Taxes ere based on the lest sale 


price, which means, for the Arab, a pre-wer valuation. 

England possesses in Palestine the only mandated territory which pays 
its way. Palestine not only carries a share of the Ottoman Empire's war 
indemnity, but he’p3 support a frontier military force stationed in Trans- 
Jordan; As more than two-fifths of the taxes are collected fram the Jewish 
fifth of the population, Palestine’s solvency works no hardsh.p on the Arab, 
Yet Arab hate, instead of being dissipated, seems to grow more intense, 
To explain this inconsistency, a short digress:on is necessary. 

It must be remembered that before the War, Pelestine was inhab ted 
by about 6£0,000 Arabs, the remnants of a greater people, mixed racially 
as successive invasions left their dregs, and £0,000 Jews, the major.ty of 
whom did little but study and pray. Since then, owing to British regulation 
and Jewish sanitation—the Hadassah (1) does not distinguish between Jew 
and Arab—the Arab population has grown to 7£0,000. Despite a consider- 
able improvement in the scale of living of the Arabs near the Jewish settle- 
ments, and with the exccption of a small upper cless possessing a feudal, 
usurious authority, the great majority of the natives still live in squalor 
and are as ignorant as they are poor. Into this Oriental mélange one per cent. 
of the world’s Jewish pcpaletion hes gradually bought its way, bringing 
with it many benefits, some few of which have been suggested above, and 
imposing no demonstrab!e hardships, In fact, only one specific hardship 


(1) The Jewish Medical Organisation, supported by Jewish-Amefican women, 
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has been presented by Arab sympathisers, though a thorough sesrch for 
grievances has frequently been made. 
 _In several instances an Arab village has been dispossessed of its land 
through the sale of an absentee owner, unable to resist the lure of an excessive 
profit. It is claimed that certain of the Jesa provident villagers, or fellaheen 
as they are known in Palestine, squandered the money with which the Jews 
compensated them for the trouble of moving, instead of obtaining other 
land in Palestine or better land in Trans-Jordan, where most of the ground 
lies fallow. Subsequently they had no means of support. Granting this 
to be a hardship, its occurrence has been rare. As a matter of fact, those 
familiar with the situation do not believe that the influx of Jews is the real 
cause of the hatred with which they are regarded by the Arabs. 

This hatred, or pseudo-hatred, exists among the Arab gentry (the 
effendi, and the Moslem religious leeders, many of whom secretly are still 


‘offering their land to the Jews, at good prices, it must be admitted), but 
not among the fellaheen, 


Life presses too heavily on the latter for them 
to bother about anything but immediete pursuits, and their ignorance is 
too p-ofound for them to entertain economic or nationalistic notions. The 
under-nourished peasantry concerns itself with pennies, Mahmud and wives, 
when let alone. Waves of passion merge it into bloodthirsty, thieving mobs 
only when it is incited from above by the politicians who represent the 
effendi. 

The ¢ffendi hate the Jews because the Jews are imperilling their position. 
There are signs that the servility of the peasants and labourers is being 
contaminated by the example of the Jews. The British are careful never 
to let this happon in lands over which they mile. The Zionists, however, 
cannot prevent it. Jewish labour demands a scale of living compatible with 
personal dignity «nd one thet permits enough leisure for the worker to 
cultivate his mind. The difficulty of an adequately paid and a poorly paid 
labouring cless existing side by side is obvious. Consequently, the Zionists 
cannot resist attempting to better the conditions of Arab labour. 

But the effendi, like the overlords in other countries, consider this 
attempt a direct thrust at their position. Nor are they wrong. A higher 
economic scale for labour, the annulment of the fellaheen’s indebteciness, 
would mean revolution in Palestine.’ As a result the effendi fight back with 
the weapons at hand—religious fanaticism end romantic nationalism. 
Per.odically they work up the superstitious villagers to fever beat by wild 
In the summer of 1929 the report was spread that the Jews were 
panning to destroy the beautiful Mosque of Aqse, which shares the Haram 
Area with the Mosque of the Rock. It is true that the Jews lent themselves 
to this sort of propaganda by persisting, for sentimental! end religious reasons, 
in weeping against a certain wall on the outside of the Area, a well. belonging 
to the Arabs, but used by the Jews as a place of lamentation since the fell 
of Jerusalem. However, to claim that the kind of Jew who frequents the 
Wailing Wall has physical intentions against enything is, of course, sheer 
fantasy. The Arabs are not afraid of fantasy. 

In August, 1929, when the leaders, having summoned an armed mob 
to Jerusalem, succeeded in provoking it to the murder of several Jews, word 
wee sent up and down the land that the Jews had bombed the sacred mosque 
end that the government was with the Arabs. The consequent excitement 
culminated in many attacks of which those directed against the non-resistant 
orthodox Jews were successful. Even though the canard was believed by 
the Arabs, the tumult never became general. Many Communities remained 
quiet. A few protected their Jewish neighbours, 

However, this counter-attack of the «ffendi appears’ at the moment to 
have been successful,

Jordan, Syria, Traq snd Hedjaz, two of which are under British marlates, 
Across the canal lies Egypt, Moslem also, and straining to break its Jas: bond 
with the British Empire. Still farther off is India. The only valid excuse 
outside Of self-interest, which Fngland’ can muster for keeping India's 200 
million people in thrall, is that the Hindus and the Moslems, if the restr» aning 
influence of British control were removed, would be at each others’ throats, 
Thus, England's Moslem Indians conserve, though indirectly, 
Indian empire. 

As a consequence England is averse, at this critical moment in Indian 
history, to bruising the sensibilities of the Moslem world. In fact, Enyglend so 
desires Moslem friendsh'p thet she goes out of her way to p'acete Moslem 
opinion whenever possible. Egypt, Iraq and Trans-Jordan have been granted 
verying degrees of independence. Palestine, discriminated against in thig 
regard, hes up till now been refused the boon——a boon to the effendi if not 
to the fellaheen—only becauee self-government in Palestine would defini: oly 
terminate the Zionist project, at least for a time. 

The Jewish people, which so hopefully accepted England's offer in 
1917, finds itself baffled on all sides. Even internal problems, such as the 
raising of money, the fuel of their project, have become more difficult, owing 
In Palestine, not only have homes and crops been 
destroyed, immigration forbidden and trade harassed by boycotts, but 
Jewish confidence in the government, barely maintained over the years, has 
been definitely destroved. Hamstrung by British labour, which, of all part ica, 
wes thought to be most sympathetic to Zionist ideals, Jewish Palestine f nds 
itself headed toward bankruptcy, beccuse of political factors outside of its 
control. Thus it was when Egypt opposed Assyria, when Greece and lersia 
fought. 

Should the Jews, with England's quandary in mind, meke the gesi ure, 
by some called noble, of renouncing their dream ? 

The question has no reality. The Jews cannot renounce their dream 
except by racial suicide, and no people can commit suicide by an act of will. 

Zconism is more than e@ charitable colonisation scheme. Behind the 
actuclity, which has been lightly touched upon, is the dream, perhaps the 
oldest dream extant, es it originated in a promise of the Lordto Abrahams 
*] will make of thee a great nation.’ 

Of late the ancient dream has assumed a form at which the lusty bar- 
barians who first dared to look beyond their moment would doubtless be 
astonished. For the Jews do not envisage a nationalistic state, conducting »n 
acquisitive foreign policy, recapturing the splendour and pomp of bygone 
days. Rather they seck an environment where the “good life" can be 
created according to their genius, and concern themselves little with such 
externalities as sovereignty, so long as they are left free to develop the:r 
own dustinctive institutions, 

An cmbition so broad lends itself to various interpretations. For in- 
stance, the orthodox, believing that Zion will not be realised until the millen- 
nium, merely want a place where they can observe the sacred law, the Torah, 
and wait in peace. At the other pole, the Communists, not to be confus d 
with Russian Communists who have adopted the Marxian slogans, see (be 
“good life '’ along the lines laid down by the older prophets and Jesus of 
Nazareth. In their settlements—some of the newer agricultural colonies havo 
been assigned them—they till the community-owned land, rotate work 
assignments and observe many of the ancient ceremonies for their wst het io 
and sentimental content. Between these wings lies the main body of Zionis's, 
the Central Group, as the party is known politically, which divides into t wo 
factions. The European, led and inspired by Dr. Weizmann, has largely con- 
trolled Zionist policy since the War. It seeks the realisation of the dream by 
sustained effort along philanthropic lines. As the Jew has thus preserved 
successive remnants of his race for 1,900 years, it is not unnatural that the 
old formula be once more tried. 

The American faction, Jed et one time by Justice Brandeis, considers 
such a programme too slow tobe effective. Land settlement, jn its opuvion, 
must be handled ot herwise in the twentieth century A.D. than in the sixth 
century B.C. Impressed by the achievements of

it desires to re-establish the nation by methods much like those with which 
the Penama Canal wes built, First, ite spokesmen claim, spies should be 
sent out to discover, not the strength of the enemy but the potential resourc:s 
of the land; then the men and money required to realise on these resources 
should be calculated ; then the capital necessary for productive invest ment 
should be raised. Not until then should development begin. This faction

popular. Aware thet the larger port of the race still endures physical and 
menta! hardships so severe thet its stamina is beng draired, they see Pales- 
tine refuge to which the worst sufferers can escape. Thus they contribute 
to Zonism, es they do to the hospitel for hip and joint disecres, without 
their «heavinistic co-relgionists being ab'c to impugn their loyalty to their 
adoptci stete. Allied to them are the Romcntics who believe the position of 
the Jews would be improved by tho possess!on of a Nctioncl Home, Observing 
that the Irish end Italians in America cre proud of the'r origin and that. the 
Jews of their cless are not, they hops thet by re-csteblishing the Stete they will 
elter this psychic malady, Then there cre the Sertimentalists who see that 
other races have an ind'genous lcrrurcse, folk'ore and esthetic express'on, 
end w.sh the Jews to have ct Iecst as much, Of course, the Jews have an 
indivcr.ous culture, in fact severcl, but the scmi-cssimilcted disparero the 
anciont Telmudic and the nocrly cs cncient Cabal'stic lore, 2s well cs the 
Chesstic, though they are inclined to cssume thot the new lore arising in

how they will react to the harsh sentence imposed by the Labour Govern- 
ment. 

If one looks at the map of Asia Minor, several possibilities suggest 
themselves. Zionism may have too many necks for one cork to bottle it: 
that is to say, if the Zionists should decide, for the time being, to divert the 
direction of their efforta. 

Palestine, as delimited by the treaties, includes only a portion of the 
territory formerly possessed by the ancient Jews. At one time or another 
the Jews overran each border. The fertile, watered, under-populated plateau 
to the east not only was owned by the later kingdoms, but was occupied by 
two of the more powerful of the early tribes. To the north-east, that high 
basin, the Hauran, one of the granaries of the Roman Empire, was settled 
and civilised by Janneus and Herod. To the south, largely within the 
borders of Palestine, an empty triangular desert called the Negeb was once 
thickly inhabited. 

Ferther away to the north-west the Euphrates and Tigris cross the 
desert. In Roman deys, populous cities, the best known being Palmyra, 
grew there and prospered, although irrigation was not developed by Roman 
engineers to its present efficiency. Also, there is the canyon of the Jordan 
with the river down the middle, which might just as well drop its thousand 
feet along one or other of the sides, thus wetering the great, tropical, below- 
sea-level basin for the length of its course. 

Besides these undeveloped territories are the cities and cultivated 
count rysides of Syria, Iraq, Anatolia and Persia, lands in which the old order 
is dying. Ezch in its own wey is trying te adopt Western methods. Each 
has a small Jewish p pulation. Trade, on a large scale, would reward any 
peop'e who took the trouble to study the needs of these countries and find 
outlets for the goods they produce, or could produce. Then, too, there is 
the projected pipe line and railroad from Mesopotamia to Haifa. The 
English require 2 p \pulation along its route to feed and protect it. Lastly, 
there is the pminsult to the south, Arabia, which is pretty well closed to 
the Occident. Some day even the Wahabis are iikely to succumb to the 
current of the ege. For the present, however, this last Puritan stronghold 
may be disregarded. 

Evidently, if the Zionists wish to look beyond Palestine’s narrow borders, 
it is not the leck of territory cap:b'e of development which will turn their 
eyes beck to the holy cities, And so far.as general policy is concerned, 

A SPREADING OUT 

seems called for, even if p-essure were not applied. For Zion, as at present 
constituted, has a greet heed end a tiny body. If communities of Jews 
with sound economic foundations could be installed in the neighbouring 
territories, the schools, theatres, hosp'tals, university, newspapers and other 
cultural perephernalia alreedy existing in Palestine would have a_-fie'd in 
which to justify their founding. In time, not only Palestinian Jews, who 
learn Hebrew from their mothers and have no civilisation to imitate other 
than their own, could take advantage of these institutions ; but also Oriental 
Jews—the miserab'e, degraded paupers of Persia, the isolated pure-b!ooded 
merchants of Iraq, the hounded, olive-skinned craftsmen of Yemen. A 
vast dream! But people with a dream transcending self-interest are happier 
and healthier. 

The next step is hard to guess in advance. Perhaps the Zionists will 
e'ect to colonise the Hauran. The P. I. C. A., Baron Rothschild’s organisa- 
tion, alreacly possesses some land in the district. The Druse sheiks, jealous 
of the riches which have eccrued to their Arab neighbours in Palestine, are 
hospiteble. Faris Bey Atrash was willing, in fact eager, to sell some of his 
land when I sounded him out two summiers ago. Much of the land is not 
used at all and could be acquired at a low price, The cultivated fields are 
scratched with wooden ploughs. Even the stones are allowed to lie on the 
ground, as they retain, at least so the Druse believe, moisture. Frequent 
cultivation, known as dry farming in America, would enormously increase 
the vield. 

Furthermore, the territory comes under the French mandate, and the 
French are jealous of Palestine's balanced budget, It would not be surprising 
if their famous cordiality led them to welcome the Jews. Syria has been s 
great trouble to them. Divided into several hosti’> factions, the country, 
potentially so rich, has suffered one calamity after another. Besides the 
growing of grain, Syria, with its seaports and its cities, its Moslems and its 
early Christians, offers industrial opportunities which Palestine cannot equal. 

The only obstacle immediately apparent is the physical danger involved. 
Syria is, without question, a turbulent country. But the Jews, the late- 
comers, at any rate, care for themselves quite well. A hundred and some 
odd Jews were murdered in August, 1929, 8 thousand and some odd Jews 
took their place in the following months. Warfare on the bled is primitive. 
The Arabs are not united. In time the danger would be less than in Palestine, 
which is preponderantly Moslem. The territory is heavily garrisoned. The 
air is sweet andclear. The Holy Land is but some hoursdisiant. __ - 

Of course, an investigation might discover difficulties not apparent 
during a cursory Visit, 

Whatever measures the Zionists take to extract themselves from their 
present impasse, there is little doubt that the movement will continue until 
the world can judge whether or not the new Jewish faith—faith in themselves, 
faith in their ability to contribute again, as Jews, something of value to the 
human race—is justified.

Palestine Movement Activities.

sath - the Fund was intended exclusively for relief purposes or whether 


i was to deal with the state of emergency in its widest sense. Speaking 
for myself (and I know that many other subscribers were of the same 
opinion), I hoped that my small contribution would be devoted first and 
foremost to measures of relief, reconstruction and security, and it appears 


from th published official accounts that over £500,000 out of the £600,000 
raised, has been or will be spent inthis way. But I most certainly wished 
the Trustees to take whatever steps were necessary to defend the Jewish 
National Home from the many grave dangers which beset it at the time. 

1 think it was most right and proper to incur such expenses as wero 
necessary to present the Jewish case before the Commission of Inquiry 
in the ablest possible manner. We must remember that the Jews in 
Palestine were on trial, and it was essential to prove conclusively that 
they were in no way responsible for the riots and were merely the 
victi? . of aeruel attack. In this part of our case (in which we dared not 
risk failure) we were completely successful, and the Commission decided 
that the riots consisted of unprovoked attacks by the Arabs on the Jews. 
It was then found that the Arabs were permitted to attack the entire 
basis of the Jewish Natioval Home, and their contentions had, of course, 
tobe met. On the political issues (which were not in their province to 
inguire into), the Commission's findings were unsatisfactory, but it is quite 
likely that had the Jewish case not been adequately presented the find- 


ings might have been disastrous. At least we succeeded in getting Mr, 
Snell's reservations and providing material for the Permanent Mandates 
Commission's helpfal analysis both of the causes of the riots and of the 


lines of future policy. I believe that even if the Trustees could have fore- 
seen how events would develop, it would still have been their urgent duty 


to obtain the best legal assistance available, as in fact they d:d. 

In your editorial notes you ask your readers not to respond to 
the Av ron Hayesod Appeal. No doubt there are as many views on Zionist 
policy as there are Zionists, but I always imagined there was one thing 
we held in common—that we should make our best endeavours to raise the 
lare: st possible sums for constructive work in Palestine. You know 
perfectiy well that such work is financed by the sums raised by the 
Keren Licyesod, and when you call cn Anglo-Jewry to ignore the appeal 


made by the properly constituted bedy in this country, I must frankly 
say that, in my opinion, you are betraying the highest Jewish interests 
at a most critical stage in our fortunes. You believe, of course, that the 
enlargement of the Jewish Agency was a mistake, but surely that is not 
asoficient reason for adopting an attitude which, were it approved by 
your readers (and I sincerely hope it will not be), would lead inevitably 
to th dcstruetion of all Zionist efforts in this country.

Examinations on Holy Days. 


The Rey. I. W. Slotki, M.A., Principal of the Talmud Torah 
Schools, and Hon. Secretary of the Joint Jewish Education Board 
for Manchester and Salford, writes to us to say that practically every 
year local Jewish candidates for examinations approach him with 
the complaint that certain papers are to be taken on Sabbaths or 
Holy Days, and ask him to intervene on their behalf. Though he has 
hitherto been successful in his representations to the examining 
bodies, who are invariably broadminded enough to respect the 
feelings of observant Jews, he is always faced with the counter- 
complaint that “it is unreasonable to ask us to prepare 
Special papers within two or three weeks of the examina- 
tion.’ The Joint Matriculation Board for the Universities of 
Manchester, Liverpoo!, Leeds, Sheffield and Birmingham was good 
enough to arrange, practically at the last minute, for. special papers 
to be prepared for Jewish candidates in‘place of those set for Rosh 
Hashana, but desired it to be known that in future application for 
special papers should be made before January Ist of each year. In 
1931 certain papers in the Matriculation examination are set for 
Yom Kippur and for Saturdays July 11th and 18th, and September 
19th. Some of the schoo! certificates and higher school certificate 
examination papers will be set for Saturdays July 11th and 18th, and 
there are also papers set for July 28rd (the Fast of Ab). Candidates 
wishing to have special papers in lieu of those set for the days 
mentioned should apply to the Secretary of the Board without delay 
and in any case not later than January Ist. There will be a certain 
fee for the special papers, but the greater the number of candidates 
the less will be the fee per paper. 7 

In the course of his letter to the Joint Matriculat‘on Board, Mr. 
Slotki wrote: 

It seems to me to be a hardship for Jewish candidates to have to make an 
earlier application than the others and to have to pay additional fees. Would it 
be possible before arranging your time-table for 1932 to consult the Jewish 
calendar ? 

The Secretary of the Board, in the course of his reply, wrote: 

Tam afraid it is out of the question to arrange the time-table to suit Jewish 
candidates, who, as experience shows, form a very small minority of those 


entering our examinations. To do so would be to lengthen the aiready iong 
period over which the examination extends and to delay further the publication 
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sults. In the school certificate and matriculation examination held last 
18,000 candidates and no application was received from any 
Jewish candidate for special papers.

Communal Responsibility. 


[From our Correspondent] 


In the course of his sermon at the Great Symagogue on the first 
day of the New Year, the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., referred to the 
urgent necessity for ‘a stronger realisation of the meaning of 
responsibility so far as the Jewish people were concerned. He said 
that if a Jew was an individualist,a man who was merely concerned 
with the narrow circle of himself and nothing more, he was, indeed, 
a very poor type of Jew. The spiritual upbringing of their children 
was the responsibility of the Jewish people. They all knew that the 
religious ideas of the modern Jewish youth were undergoing drastic 
changes ; and they knew well, too, that the religious emotions which 
were so intimate a characteristic of their people in a former day, no 
longer held anything like the prominent place that it did. What 
with the growth of education and the spread of scientific thought, 
the younger generation were fast imbibing false ideas concerning 
the essentials of the Jewish religion. Jewish parents of the right 
sort, if they desired that Judaism should be the imperishable 
Faith which Scripture ordained that it should be, would have 
to find ways and means for winning the growing generation 
more and more to an adequate regard for the ancestral fold. 
The preacher then alluded to the responsibility which attached to 
Jews to maintain the name of Jew untarnished in the estimation of 
the Gentile population. Speaking of the Jewish National Movement, 
he said he knew that it was the prevalent gesture to allocate the 
blam> for the recent sinister happenings in Palestine to various 
quarters, but while there was no doubt a great deal of truth in that, 
they had also to ask themselves if they had as Jews, exercised their 
adequat? measure both of individual and communal responsibility 
in their efforts for the solution of the great problem which con- 
cerned world Jewry. He hoped that the opening of the New Year 
would direct their minds into those necessary channels of Jewish 
thought.

HE joyous Festival which we celebrate 
in the coming week has acquired a 
new significance now that, on the 
ancient soil of our fathers, sons and 
daughters of Israel are able to bring in the 
harvest with the traditional rejoicings which 
always accompanied the ingathering of the 
fruits of the earth. Though we are far away, 
the echo of the songs of the young people of 
Palestine will reach us as we enter our Succot 
ot bear the palms round our Synagogues. A 
Persian sage said that “he who sows the 
ground with care and diligence acquires a 
greater stock of religious merit than he could 
gain by the repetition of ten thousand 
pravers.” I believe this feeling is ever 
present to those in the Jewish colonies in 
Eretz Yisrael Their daily round of labour 
is in itself a religious act, and when they 
bring in the fruits of their toil they must 
experience a religious exaltation that we can 
but faintly share. The Bible is full of pas- 
sages that bring home to us the joys that 
belong to those who: lead a life “fed by the 
bounty of earth and sweetened by the airs of 
heaven.” A reflection of those jovs shone 
even in the murky fastnesses of the ghettoes 
when the happiness of the harvesting was but 
asad memory, though still afond hope. It 
is becoming real again. 
A FRAIL HOME. 


But the Succah has other associations. It 
reminds us that we must be temperate even 
in our It is a frail structure, just as 
human life is frail. The bounty of the earth 
is dependent on the bounty of the Almighty. 
There are members of the House of Israel 
who even now are starving. In the crime of 
adversitv—to make use of the words of an 
earlv English novelist—theyv are notorious 
offenders. They stand convicted of sickness, 
hunger, wretchedness and want. When we 
enter the trail home of the tabernacle we may 
give a thought to those who are exposed to 
the buffetings of the winds of misfortune, 
and we must convert out sympathy into 
practical relief. 


TARE SHELTER. 


We pray that there may be spread over us 
the Succot Shalom—the tabernacles of peace. 
No supplication can be more fervently uttered 
by the Jew. The position of millions of our 
brethren is still insecure. Even in Western 
lands, supposed to be “ civilised,” the Jew has 
enemies on every hand. He is picked out as 
the scapegoat for everything that goes wrong 
in the life of the nations... “ Sufferance is the 
badge of all our tribe.” Our faith will enable 
us to survive these trials as it has carried us 
through previous misfortunes. But the Succah 
reminds us that we cannot rely on ourselves. 
We need the Divine protection. That can 
only be ours if we lovingly seek it and resolve 

“To walk 
As in His presence, ever to observe 


His providence, and on Him sole depend, 
Merciful over all His works.”
